To him ſucceeded Thibaut his Son, who by the Emperor 
Otho was created Marquis of Eſte, being alſo Lord of Lucca, 
Cremona, Mantua, Ferrara, &c, and he dying in 976, vis 
tucceeded by Albert Azo his Brother; who dying in 995, 
was ſucceeded by Hugh his Son, whole Wiſe was May, 
Daughter to Theodatus Marquis of Parma, and by her he hau 
Azo his Heir, who was the Founder of the Brunſwick Fa- 
mily. He married Cunegunda, Siſter and Heireſs of Guelph 
the 3d, (of the Family of the ancient Guelphs) Earl of Al- 
turf, Ravenſberg, and Duke of Carinthia, and by her bad 
Guelph the iſt, of Eſte, ſurnamed the Robuſt ; who, in the 
Year 1071, was by the Emperor Henry IV, made Duke o.

Bavaria; he marrying Judith, Daughter to Baldwin the 
Gnomes of Liſle) E41 of Flanders, and Widow of Ta, 
arl of Kent, Brother to Harold King of England, by hey 
left Iſſue two Sone, Guelph and Henry. 
Guelph the zd, who, in the Year 1101, fucceeded his 
Father, dying without Ties; Henry the it, his Brother, 
called the Black, became Heir; and he dying in 1125 left 


Iſſue by Wilfenden his Wife, Daughter to Magnus Billing, 


Duke of Eaſt-Saxony, Guelph, who fettled in Italy, and 
Henry the ad, called the Haughty. 

This Henry married Gertrude, Daughter to the Emperor 
Lothair II. of whom he bad the Inveſtiture of Bavaria, ani 
afterwards the Dukedom of Saxony; and dying about the 
Year 1179, was ſucceeded by Henry the 3d, bis Son, who 
was called the Lion, and was one of the moſt powerful 
Princes in Germany, 

He married Maud, Daughter to Henry II. King vf Eng- 
land, by whoſe Means he obtained the Earldoms of Brunſ- 
wick-Lunenburgh ; and dying in the Year 1195, deft Iſſue 
three Sons,whereof Otho was the 4th Emperor of that Name, 
Henry was Count Palatine of the Rhine, by means of his 
Wife Agnes, and William was Duke of Brunſwick and Lu- 
nenburgh ; for it was then that his Brother Otho erected 
thoſe Lands into a Dukedom. | 

This William the 1, ſurnamed Longfword, ſucceeded his 
Brother Otho, married Helena, Daughter to Voldemar King 
of Denmark, and by her was Father of Otho, called the 
Young, who was Duke of Brunſwick and Lunenburgh ; and 
he dying in 1252, left Iſſue by Maud his Wife, Daughter to 
Albert Marquis of Brandenburgh, two Sons and four 
Daughters. 

Of the Sons, Albert the eldeſt, called the Great, ſucceeded 
bim, and John, Duke of Lunenburgh, who dying in 1330, 
left Otho, who died without Iſſue, and William, who alſo 
dying childleſs in 2365, gave his Eftate to his Kinſman Mag- 
nus Torquatus. 

Albert the Great, married Elizabeth, Daughter of Henry 
the Magnanimous, Duke of Brabant, by whom he had three 
Sen“, William, who died without Hive, Albers the Fat, his

gucceſſor, and Henry the Admirable; which Taft had two 
Sons, Henry the Young, Father of Otho, who was the 4th 
Huſband w_ Queen of Jerufalem, Naples and Sicily ; and 
Erneſtus, whoſe Poſterity ended in the th Generation. 

From Albert the 2d, call'd the Fat, Who died in 2319, are 
deſcended all the Princes of the Houſe of Brunſwick now in 
Being; for he marrying Ricca, Daughter to the Duke of the 
Herules and Vandals, by her had Magnus the Meek, bis Suc- 
ceſſor, whoſe Wife was Sophia, Daughter to Henry Marquis 
of Brandenburgh, and by her he had Magnus Torquatus or 
Chain-Bearer, ſo named from a Silver Chain he wore about 
his Neck. | ; | 

This Magnus the ad, who in 1362, ſucceeded his Father, 
married Catharine, Daughter to Voldemar, Ele&or of Bran- 
denburgh; and dying in 1373, left three Sons, whereof, 
Frederick was Duke of Brunſwick, and elected Emperor; 
but in the Year 1400, was murdered at Friſtar, by Count 
Waldech ; Bernard was Progenitor of the Dukes of Lunen- 
burgh; and Henry was Prince of Calemberg and Wolfen- 
buttel, 

About the Year 1428, Bernard had the Dukedom of Lu- 
nenburgh, and his Father's Right over the City of Brunſwick, 
by Partition made with his Nephews; and dying at Zell, in 
1434, left Iſſue by Margaret his Wife, Daughter to Wen- 
ceſlaus, Elector of Saxony, Otho ſurnamed the Lame, who 
had no Iſſue, and Frederick called the Juſt, who in 1478; 
died in a Monaftery at Zell, leaving Iſſue by Magdalen, Daugh- 
ter to Frederick EleQor of Brandenburgh, two Sons, Bernard 
and Otho, the eldeſt dying in 1464, without Iſſue, Otho his 
Brother became Heir; and he dying in 1471, left Iſſue by 
Anne of Naſſau his Wife, a Son Henry, called the Young, 
whoſe Wife was Margaret, Daughter to Erneſtus Duke of 
Saxony; and dying at Paris in 1532, left by her three Sons, 
Orho, Francis, and Erneſtus, who all ſubſcribed the Aug(- 
burg Confeſſion, and Erneſt Duke of Lunenburgh, who died 
in 1564, was one of the moſt zealous Princes in defending and 
Tupporting the Proteſtant Religion in Germany, and was the 
irt Proteſtant Prince in this Family,

. He married Sophia, Daughter to Henry Duke of Mecklen- 
burgh, by whom he had Francis-Otho, who died in t559, 
three Months after he had married Elizabeth, Daughter to

Wolfenbuttle, and died in 1598; and William Duke of Lu- 
nenburgh- Zell, born July 4, 1535, from whom is deſcended

He married Dorothy, Daughter to Chriſtian III. King of 
Denmark; and dying Aug. 20, 1592, by her left ſeven Sons 
and ſeven Daughters; of which, George, who was born in 
1582, ſacceeded him; and dying in 1641, left Iſſue by Anne- 
Eleanor his Wife, Daughter to Lewis Landgrave of Heſſe- 
Darmſtadt, four Sons, and a Daughter Sophia- Amelia,” mar. 
ried to Frederick III. King of Denmark. * 4 
Of the Sons, which were, Chriſtian-Lewis, George-Wil- 
iam, John-Frederick, and Erneft- Auguſtus, the latter, who 
— - was born in 1629, was firſt Adminiſtrator of the Biſhoprick 
of Oſnabrug, for the Augſburgh Confeſſion, viz. the Proteſ- 
tant or Reformed Religion; and in 1662, purſuant to the 
Freaty of Weſtphalia, made Anno 1648, ſucceeded Count 
Francis of Wirtembergh in the ſaid Biſhoprick. 21477 
. - He alſo, in 1680, became Duke of Hanover, as Heir to 
his Brother John-Frederick, who died without Iſſue Male, 
and on the 17th of October 1602, he was by the Emperor 
Leopold created at Ratiſbon, gth EleQor of the Empire, viz. 
of Brunſwick - Lunenburgh, and to his Heirs Male; and on the 
29th of December following, the ſaid Emperor gave the ſo- 
lemn Inveſtiture at Vienna, by delivering the Electoral Cap to 
the Duke of Hanover's Plenipotentiarics, and declared him 
Elector, with the Office of Gonfalonier, or Standard-Bearer of 
the Empire, (and the Emperor Joſeph, the Son of Leopold, 
when he put the Elector of Bavaria under the Imperial Ban, 
gave Duke Erneſt the Peſt of Great Treaſurer of. the Empire, 
which had belonged to the EleQtor Palatine;) but this new 
Title of Elector being oppoſed by ſeveral-of the German Prin-» 
tes, the Diſpute continued till June 30, 1708, when all the 
three Colleges of the Empire agreed to the Eſtabliſhment of 
"Ig - ts 
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this new Electorate in the Perſon of that Elector's eldeſt Son * 

George-Lewis (late King of Great-Britain) and on Sept. 7, 

following, he was admitted into the Electoral College; and 

the Office of Arch-Treaſurer of the Empire, was given to the 

ſaid Elector of Brunſwiclc in 1709, in which Vear, on the 
17th of April, the Emperor. Joſeph died. 

In 1658, the ſaid Elector Erneſt (who died in 1698) m mar- 
rying the Princeſs Sophia, fifth and youngeſt Daughter to Fre- 
derick V. Elector Palatine of the Rhine, (elected King of Bo- 
hemia, Nov. 4, 1619, and died Nov. 19, 1632,) by Elizabeth 
of Great-Britain, eldeft Daughter to King James I, (Niece to 
the Royal Martyr, Siſter to the famous Prince Rupert, Cou- 
ſin-German to the Kings Charles and James II. and their 
Royal Siſter, Mary Princeſs of Orange) by that Marriage and 
his own Birth. he had in bis Veins ſome of all the Royal 
Blood of Europe, 


Here it may not be improper to add the Pedigree of this 
great Princeſs Sophia, to ſhew the Affinity of the preſent 
Royal Family to the Welch Nation alſo. 


Adwalader the laſt King of Britain, was ſurnamed Bhen- 

diged, or the Bleſſed; he was the Son of King Cadwal- 
lan (deſcended from Coel Godeboe, King of Britain) but had 
no great Sway, the Saxons having eſtabliſhed ſeven Kingdoms 
in Britain, and obliged the Britons to retire, ſome beyond the 
Rivers Severn and Dee, and others into Cornwall and Little 
Britain, or Armorica, in France. 

Amongſt the latter went King Cadwalader, to his Couſin 
Alan 1], then King of Little-Britain, and from thence in 680, 
to Rome, and died in 688, his Anceſtors having reigned in 
Britain 1827 Years. .- 

When King Cadwalader retired to Rome, his Son Edwal 
Wyrch of the Roe, firſt King of Wales, was very young, and 
under the Tuition of Alan II. King of Little- Britain above- 
mentioned; and this King Alan having a Son — Ivor, 
to him Edwal reſigned the Kingdom. 

After the Death of Cad walader, the ſaid Iyor, being accomy 

mays by his Coufin Edwal, came over from France, and

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routing the Saxons, poſſeſſed himſelf of the Counties of Corn- 
wall, Devon, and Somerſet, and then- married Ethelberga, 
Couſin to Kentwyn, King of theWeſt-Saxons z whoſe Nephew 


Cadwall, reſigned to Ivor the Kingdom, which he enjoyed for 


fome Years, and then went to Rome. 
This Ivor, who by fome Hiſtorians was called Ina, began his 


| Reigo Anno 688, and in 727, refigned to Adelard his Couſin, 


To Edwal Wyrch, or the Roe, firſt King of Wales, after 
his Father's Retirement (who came over from France with his 
Couſin Ivor as above-mentioned) ſucceeded Roderick Malwy- 
noc, who, in 727, became King of Wales, and died in 755. 

This Roderick, leaving two Sons, Conan, his Heir in the 
Kingdom, and Howel, the ſaid Howel took Angleſea from his 
Brother Conan, and afterwards had the Iſle of Man given him 
by Merfyn, for Life, and died in 325. 

Conan, who was ſurnamed Tindaythwy, dying in 818, left 
a Daughter named Efylht, who was bis ſole Heir; and ſhe 
marrying Merfyn Frych, Son of Gwyryad, Son of Elidure, 
lineally deſcended from Coel Godeboc, King of Britain, ad 
of Neſta, Daughter of Cadelh ap Brochwel ap Elis, King of 
Pov is, he in her Right became King of Man, and was alſo 
King of Wales; and dying in 843, by her left a San, who was 
called Roderick Mawr, or the Great King of Wales. 

This Roderick Mawr, marrying Angharad, Daughter and 
Heir to Meyric ap Dyfnwall ap Arthen ap Suſylht, King of 
Cardigan, by her had three Sons, which were Anarawd Prince 
of North Wales, Cadelh Prince of South Wales, and Merfyn 
Prince of Powis ; which Merfyn loſt his Principality to his 
Brother Cadelh, and was flain by the Danes, A. D. goo, 
leaving no Iſſue. | 
- Anarawsd, Brother to Merfyn, became Prince of North 
Wales, A. D. 87, and dying in 913, left two Sons, Edwal 
Foel Prince of North Wales, and Elis, who were both lain 
A. D. 940, hy the Engliſh and Danes; but Edwal leaving 
three Sons, Meyrie, Jevaf, and Jago, the latter in 948, be- 
came Prince ot North Wales jointly with his Brother Jevaf, 


but was expelled by his Nephew Howel, which. put an end 


to the Line of Jaga.

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jevaf (his Brother Meyric being ſet aſide by him and his 
Brother Jago, and impriſoned by his Nephew Howel) became” 
Prince of North Wales, ſucceeded Howel Dha, and to him in 

72, ſucceeded Howel his Son, which Howel a'fo ſucceeded 
hi Uncle Jago; but in 984 was ſlain in a Battle with the 
Engliſh, and was. ſucceeded in the Principality of North 
Wales, by his Brother named Cadwalhon. TR 

This Cadwalhon being flain in 98 5, by Meredith ap Owen, 
and dying without Iſſue, we return to Howel his Brother 
beſore-mentioned, which Howel had a Son named Conan, but 
he being lain in the Year 1004, by Acdan ap Blegorad, who 
uſurped the Dominion of North Wales, after the Death of 
Edwal ap Meyric, and was ſlain by Lhewelyn ap Sitſylht, 
A. D. 1015, put an end to that Line; fo that we return to 
Meyric, who. was ſet aſide by his Brothers Jevaf and Jago, as 
above- mentioned. 

This Mey ric had a Son named Edwal, who was Prince of 
North Wales, ſucceeded Meredith ap Owen, A. D. 992; but 
he being lain in a Battle with Harold the Dane, An. 1003, ' 
Jago his Son became Prince of North Wales, ſucceeded IL. he- 
welyn ap Sitſylht, Anno 1021; but this Jago being ſlain by 
Gruftydh ap Lhewelyn, who ſucceeded him in 1937, Conan 
the Son of the ſaid ſago, warred with the ſaid Gruffydh ap 
Lhewelys for the Principality of North Wales, and marrying 
Ranulph, Daughter to Alfred King of Dublin, by her had a 
Son named Gruffydh, who was Prince of North Wales, he 
ſucceeding Trahaern ap Caradoc, whom he ſlew in 1080, 

This Gruftydh married Angharad, Daughter to Owen ap 
Edwyn, which Owen rebelled againſt him, and invited the 
Engliſh into Wales, who in 2297, appointed him Prince of 
the Country; but he ſoon loſing it, and dying in 1102, the 
laid Gruffydh, who married his Daughter, having a Son by 
her, and a Daughter named Gwenlhian ; the ſaid Daughter 
became the Wite of Gruffydh ap Rhys, and Mother of Rhys 
«p Gruydh, Prince of South Wales, and her Brother Owen, 
who was ſurnamed Gweynedh, ſucceeding his Father in 1136, 
was Prince of North Wales. 

This Owen had two Sone, and a Daughter named Gwen- 
Ihian, which Daughter was married to Owen Cyfeilioc, Lord 
of Powis, as hereafter will appear, 
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Of the ſaid two Sons of Owen Gwynedh, Jorwerth 
Drwyndwn the eldeſt, was ſet afide on account of his broken 
Noſe ; and David his Brother ſucceeded his Father in 1170, 
was Prince of North Wales; but he dying unmarried in 1195, 
Lhewelyn his Nephew, the Son of Jorwerth his Brother, ſuc- 
ceeded him, and was Pr. of North Wales; and ſoon after the 
Death of Gruffydh ap Rhys, Pr. of South Wales, received 
Homage from his Son Rhys, and became Pr, of all Wales, 

This Lhewelyn, who died in 1240, married Joan, Daugh- 
ter to John King of England, and by her had David Heir to 
his Honours, and a Daughter Gladys, married to Sir Ralph 
Mortimer, atlas 8 
Daeid, who in 1240, ſurceeded his Father, and was 
Prince of all Wales, dying in 1246, unmarried, we ſhallnow 
ipeak of Gruffydh, his Father's baſe Son, who was Father of 


Three Sons, Lhewelyn, Owen, and David; whereof Owen, 


who was Prince of Wales jointly with his Brother Lhewelyn 
tor ſome time, joined his Brother David againſt Lhewelyn ; 
but they in 1255, being both overcome and impriſoned by 
Lhewelyn ; and David, after his Brother Lhewelyn's Death, 
being delivered up to theWelch, and beheaded at Shrewſbury, 
and dying without Iſſue, as did Owen his next Brother, 
Lhewelyn the eldeft, was the laſt Prince of Wales, but was 
routed by Edward I. King of England, in 1282, and his 
Head ſet on the Tower of London. 

This Lbewelyn leaving Iſſue a Daughter Catherine, his ſole 
Hew, ſhe married Lhewelyn ap Gruffydh ap Tangwiſth, and 
by him had a Daughter Eleanor, married to Thomas ap Lhe- 
welyn ap Owen ap Meredith Lord Iſcoed, and by him had a 
Daughter Margaret, who being married to Tudor ap Gronw 
ap Tudor, had Mriedith ap Tudor, whoſe Wife was Marga- 


ret, Daughter to Dafydd Fychan, and by her had a Son Owen 


Tudor, which Son (who was deſcended by Iſſue Male from 
Keman the Son of Coe), King of Britain, and Brother to 
Helen, Mother to Conſtantine the Great; as alſo from Ro- 


geric Mawr, the Great King of Wales before-mentioned) 
matrying Queen * Catherine, youngeſt Davghter to Pt |

Edmund, Earl of Richmond, married Margaret ſole Daugh- 
ter and Heir to John Beaufort, Duke of Somerſet, Son of 
John Earl of Somerſet, Son to John of Gaunt, Duke of Lan- 
cafter, 4th Son of King Edward III. (and ſo named, bein 
born at Gaunt in Flanders) and by her had Henry VII, King 
of England, (and firſt of the Surname of Tudor) whoſe Wife 
was Elizabeth eldeſt Daughter to King Edward IV. and by 
her, beſides a Daughter named Margaret, he had Henry VIII. 
of England, who had Edward VI. King of England, Mary, 
who ſucceeded her Brother Edward, and Elizabeth, who ſuc- 
© ceeded Mary; which Queen Elizabeth dying in 1603, unmar- 
ried, and her Brother and Siſter without Iſſue, put an End to 
that Line; ſo that we ſhall return to Margaret before - men- 
tioned, Daughter of King Henry VII. She married James 
IV. King of Scots, ſlain in 1513, who by her had James V. 
and a Daughter Margaret, married to Matthew Stuart, Earl of 
Lenox, and by him was Mother of Henry Lord Darnley, 


King James V. of Scotland, who died in 1542, married 
Mary of Lorrain, and by her had Mary Queen of Scotland, 
who was beheaded in 1587; which ſaid Queen having mar- 
ried the above-mentioned Henry Lord Darnley, by bim had 
James the Sixth of Scotland and Firſt of England, who died 
An. 1625 ; and he marrying Anne, Daughter of Frederick II, 
King of Denmark, by her, beſides Charles I. of England, 
who was beheaded, had a Daughter Elizabeth; who being 
married in 1613, to Frederick V. Elector Palatine of the 
Rhine, King of Bohemia, who died in 1642, by him had a 
Daughter Sophia, who died in 1714; but the being married

In 1716, he was elected Proteſtant or Secular Biſhop of 
Oſnabrug, in Germany, (in the room of the lat Roman-Ca- 
tholick Biſhop, Charles- Joſeph, Prince of Lorain, who died 
December 14, 1715,) purſuant to. the 13th Article of the 


Treaty of Weſtphalia, wherein it was ſtipulated; that the Ste 


of Oſnabrug ſhould be alternately poſſeſſed by a Roman Ca- 
tholick and a Proteſtant Prince (the Inhabitants being a Mix- 
ture of both Religions) in ſuch a Manner, that when it ſhouid 
be the Turn of a Proteſtant, he ſhould always be choſen in the 
moſt Serene Houſe of Duke George of Brunſwick-Lunen- 
burgh; and in caſe the Male Line of that Branch of the 
Brunſwick Family ſhall become extinct, the alternate Right 
to that Biſhoprick ſhould go to the Line of Auguſtus Duke of 
Brunſwick-Wolfenbuttle. SY 

On the 29th of June 1716, the ſaid Erneft- Auguſtus, Bi- 
hap of Oſnabrug, was created Duke of York in * f 
Duke of Albany in Scotland, and Earl of Ulſter in Ireland; 
and on the 1ſt of July following being elected a Knight or 
the Garter, was inſtalled the 3oth of April 1718, by his 
Proxy Sir Adolphus Oughton, Ent. and Bart, but died on 
the 14th of Auguſt 1728, N. 8. unmarried.

Sophia · Charlotte, only Daughter of Duke Erneſt and the 
Vrinceſs Sophia, and Siſter to the ſix Sons above - mentioned, 
became the 2d Wife of Frederick the 3d, Marquis of Bran- 
denburgh, who in the Year 1700, with the Conſent of the 
Emperor Leopold aſſumed the Title of King of Pruſſia, and 
died in 1712, having had Iſſue by his ſaid Wife (who died at 
Hanover Feb. 1,1704-5,) two Sons, Frederick- Auguſtus, born 
October 6, 1685, and died February 21, 1686, and Frede- 
rick-William, late King of Pruſſia, born Aug. 4, 1688; who, 
on the 13th of November 1706, was married to his Couſin 
German, the Princeſs Sophia-Dorothea, only Daughter of 
George I. late King of Great-Britain, by whom had 
Iſſue bis preſent Pruſſian Majeſty the immortal Frederick 
III. four other Sons, and five Daughters. Of George I. 
I ſhall now ſpeak. 

George-Lewis, eldeſt of the ſix Sons of Duke Erneſt and

ter and George, and the next Day being Sunday, he was in- 
veſted with the whole Habitz and on the 13th of March 
1702-3, the 2d of Queen Anne, he was inſtalled at Windſor, 
by bis Proxy Charles Lord Mohun. 

Upon, the Demiſe of Queen Anne, Aug. 1, 1714, he ac- 
ceded to the Crown of Great-Britain, and was crowned at 
Weſtminſter on the 2oth of October enſuing ; and having 
reigned in England 12 Years, 10 Months, and 10 Days, died 
the 11th or? a 1727, at Oſnabruy, (the Seat of his Brother 
the Duke of York, where he was born) as he was on bis 
Journey to Hanovec.

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On the 21 of November 1682, he was married to So-

Zell, (who died on the 2 1t of Auguſt T705,) by Blea nora de 


Mires, his Wife, Daughter of Alexander Lord of Olbreuse in 
France, and by her (who was born in 1666, and died on the 
2d of November 1726, in the Caftle of Althen, in tbe Elec- 
tdrate of Brunſwick-Lunenburgh, where ſhe had lived many 
'Years) had George II. late King of Great- Britain; and a 
Daughter Sophia Dorothea, born on the 16th of March 
7686-7, and on the 14th of November 1706, N. S. way 
married to Frederick - William, late King of Pruſſia, (as be- 
fore obſerved) and died July 5, 1757. Note, That the 
Mother of the late King of Pruſſia, was the only Siſter of

His Moſt Sacred Majeſty George II. late King of Great- 
Britain, who was born on the zoth of October 1683, was 
in a Chapter held at Kenfington on the 4th of April 1706, 
the th of Queen Anne, elected a Knight of the Garter z and 
on the 22d of the ſame Month, Charles Montagu, Lord Ha- 
lifax, and John Vanburgh, Eſq Clarencieux King of Arms, 
were commiſſioned by her Majeſty to carry the Habit and En- 
figns to Hanover, where on the 41ſt of May, O. S. he re- 
ceived the Garter and leſſer George, as on Sunday Evening 
the 2d of June, he was inveſted with the whole Habit of the

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July 7, 1716, to January 18, 1716-17, he was Guardian of 
the Realm, and Lieutenant within the ſame; and beſides the 
Titles above-meritianed; he was (whilt Prince of Wales) one 
of his Majeſty's Privy Council, one of the. Governors of the 
Charter- Houſe, Captain · General of the Artillery - Company, 
and Chancellor of the Univerſity of Dublin, and was the only 
Prince of Wales ſince the Black Prince, Son to King Edward 
III. that had Children alive in his Father's Reign. 

On the 1tth of June 1727, he ſucceeded his Father in the 
Monarchy of Great - Britain, c. was on the 1 5th of the ſaid 
Month proclaimed in London, as on the 19th he was in Edin- 
burgh and Dublin; and on the 11th of October was crowned

HE firſt we find mentioned of this Illuſtrious Family, is

By his firſt Wife, Joanna-Elizabeth, Daughter of Frede- 
rick VI. Prince of Baden-Durlach, he had two Sons and a 
Daughter, viz. Chriſtian- Albert, Prince of Brandenburgh- An- 
ſpoch, x ho died in 169 a, unmarried; George-Frederick, Prince 
of Brandeaburgh- Anſpach, who died in 1703, unmarried 
and Dorothea Wite of John Reynhard, Prince of Hanau, 

The ſaid John-Frederick, by his 2d Wife, Eleanora-Erd- 
muth- Louiſa, Daugbter of John-George, Duke of Sax-Eiſe- 
nach, had a Daughter Wilhelmina-Charlotta, or Caroline, 
and a Son William- Frederick; he was born the 29th of De- 
eember 1685, and ſucceeded his Half-Brother George-Frede- 
rick as Prince of Brandenburgh- Anſpach, in 1703. He mar- 
ried Chriſtiana-Charlotta, Daughter to Frederick- Charles, 
Duke of Wirtemburg, by whom he had Charles-Willlam- 
Frederick, born May 12,1712 ; who ſucceeding his Father on 
the 7th of June 172 3, is the preſent Prince of Brandenburgh - 
Anſpach, and married the Princeſs Frederica- Louiſa, ſecond

Wilhelmina- Charlotta, or Caroline, betor--mentuwyned, was 
born on the Iſt of * and educated + 12 
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Court of Berlin, under the Care of Sophia-Charlotta, Queen 
of Pruſſia, (Siſter to George I. King of Great-Britain, and 
Mother of the late King of Pruſſia.) She made early Im- 
rovements in all uſeful Knowledge, and for her great Beauty, 
{t, and Virtue, ſhe was courted by the Houſe of Auſtria, 
to be the Wife of Charles then King of Spain, and late Em- 
peror of Germany; but ſhe refuſed that Honour, becauſe ſhe 
would not turn Roman Catholick, but ſteadily adhered to the 
Proteſtant Reformed Religion. Her Virtus was ſoon re- 
warded, by being married on the 2d of September 1705, to 
George- Auguſtus, Electoral Prince of Brunſwick-Lunen- 
burt, late King of Great-Britain. She ſhared with him in 
his growing Honours, and was happy at Hanover in the inti- 
matc Converſation of her Grandmother-in-Law, the Princeſs 
Sophia, ſaid to be the wiſeſt Princeſs in Europe, She lived 
like her Father, the Delight of her Subjects, till ſhe died, 
juſtly lamented, on Sunday about 11 at Night, 20 Nov. 1737. 
Queen Caroline's fine Character can hardly be diſplayed by 
the beſt Orators, being, in every Station of her Life, a moſt 
illuſtrious Pattern, as a Wife, a 2 a Mother, a Friend, 
and a Chriſtian ; was courteous, aftable, and beneficent ; ſhe 


died reſigned to the Will of God, under the ſevereſt Illneſs, 


well employed to the laſt in Acts of Devotion, and in Proofs 
of Affection to the King and her Children, of Zeal for the 
Welfare of the Public, and Tenderneſs to her Servants.

After the Conqueſt, Anno 1066, the Kings of England bore 
two Leopards, borne firſt by the Conqueror as Duke of Nor- 
mandy, till the Time of Heary II, who in the Right of his 
Mother annexed her paternal Coat, the Lion of Aquitain, 
which being of the ſame Field, Metal, and Form with the 
Leopards, from thenceforwards they were jointly marſhalled 
in one Shield, and blazoned three Lions as at preſent, 

King Edward III. in Right of his Mother, (who was Iſa- 
bel, Daughter to Philip IV. ſurnamed the Fair, King of 
France, whoſe Sons, Lewis, Philip, and Charles, al! Kings of 
France ſucceſſively, dying without Iſſue Male) the better to 
proſecute his Claim to the Crown of France, ſtrengthened 
himſelf by Alliances with the Emperor of Germany, aad ſe- 
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veral other Princes and States. In January 1340, being in 
Perſon in the Netherlands, he concluded a Freaty with the 
Flemings, whereby they engaged to acknowledge and aſſiſt 
him as their Sovereign, provided he ſhould take upon him 
the Arms, az well as the Title of King of France; which he 
did accordingly, and thereupon received their Homage, 

It is obſervable, that at firſt he placed the Arms of Eng. 
land in the 1ſt and 4th Quarters ;/and thoſe of France, which 
at that Time were, Azure, Semee of Fleurs de Lis, Or, in 
the 2d and 3d Quarters, with this Motto, Dieu & mon Droit; 
thereby declaring, he confided only in God, and the Juftice of 
his Cauſe, Soon after, either to gratify the French Nation, 
or becauſe theirs was the more ancient and greater Monarchy, 
he placed the Fleurs de Lis in the 1 and 4th, or more honour- 
able Quarters : And when Charles VI. of France reduced the 
Semee to three Fleurs de Lis, K, Henry V. of England, who 
conguered France, did the like; and placed England, which 
was, Gules, three Lions paſſant-guardant, Or, (as above) be- 
fore France; but Henry VI of England, being crowned at 
Paris K. of France, the Fleurs de Lis were again placed firſt. 

King James I. upon the Union of England and Scotland, 
cauſed the Arms of France and England to be quartered with 
thoſe of Scotland and Ireland, viz. iſt, France and England 
quarterly; 2d, Scotland; 3d, Ireland; 4th, as the firſt : But 
ſince the Union with Scotland, Anno 170), the 6th of Q. 
Anne, the Fleurs de Lis are placed in the 2d Quarter; and 
fince the Acceſſion of K. George I. Anno 1714, the Royal 
Atchievement is marſhalled as follows, viz. .. 

Quarterly, in the firſt Grand Quarter, Mars, three Lions 
paſiant-guardant in Pale, Sol, the Imperial Enſfigns of Eng- 
land, empaled with the Royal Arms of Scotland, which are. 
Sol, a Lion rampant, with a double Treſſure flowered and 
counterflowered with Fleurs de Lis, Mars; the 2d Quarter in 
the Royal Arms of France, viz. Jupiter, three Fleurs de Lis,

On the dexter Side, a Lion guardant, Sol crowned 4s the 
Creft, (the proper Supporter of the Engliſh Enſign) on the 
Siniſter, an Unigorn Luna, horned, mained, and hoofed, Sol, 
gorged with a Collar of Croſſes pattee and Fleurs de Lis, a 
Chain thereto affixed, all Gold, both ſtanding on a Compart- 
ment, from whence iſſue (from one Stem) the two Royal 
Badges of his Majeſty's chief Dominions, viz, on the Right, 
a Roſe party per Pale Argent and Gules, ſtalked and leaved 
Vert, for England; and on the Left, a Thiſtle proper for 
Scotland; being fo adorned by K. James I. whoſe Supporters 
(as K. of Scotland) were two Unicorns; but under him in 
1603, England being united to that Nation, gave occaſion for 
our carrying one of them on the ſiniſter Side, as above; and 
in the Year 1614, (being K. of Ireland) he alſo cauſed the 
Harp to be marſhalled with the Arms of Great-Britaia ; 
ſince when, it hath been ſet upon the Britiſh Coin, 


Charlemaine, (or Charles the Great) who was King of 
France and Emperor of Germany, and died January 28, 814; 
having a very rich Crown, (which his Mzjeſty King George 
bears in his Arms as Arch-Treaſurer and Prince EleQor of 
| the Holy Roman Empire) the following is a Deſcription 
thereof, | - 

It is made of pure Gold, weighing fourteen Pound, divided 
into eight Parts, and is ſtill preſerved at Nuremberg.

The fifth Part, which is behind (and of equal Bigneſs 
with that before) contains Jewels Semi, 

The faxth Part has the Effigies of a King crowned, and a 
Scroll in his Hand, with theie Words, Honor Regis judicium 
i1ltgit : As alſo over his Head, Rex David. | 

The ſeventh Part is only of Gems; but the eighth and laſt 
has a K. fitting, with his Crown upon his Head; and on a 
Scroll which he holds with both Hands, is this Motto, Time 
Dominum, & Regem amato: As likewiſe over his Head, 
Kex Solomon, 

On the Top of this Crown is a Croſs, whoſe Front contains 
ſeventeen Jewels, and in the Top of the Croſs are theſe 
Words, IHS Nazarenus Rex Judæorum; as alſo in the Arch 
or Semicircle, theſe Words, CHVONR ADUS, Dei Gratia, 
ROMANORVM IMPERATOR AVG. which ſhews, that 
the Semicircle was added after Charlemaine's Time, by the 
Emperor Conrade. 


Note, By an Article of the Union with Scotland in 1707, 
the.6th of Queen Anne, it was agrced, that the Croſs ot St. 
George, which is Gules, the Field Argent, and the Croſs of 
St, Andrew, which js Argent, the Field Azure, be conjoined

HE Moft High, Puiſſant, and Illuſtrious Prince, 
T 7 George -Auguſtus- Frederick, Prince of Great- 
Britain, Electoral- Prince of Brunſwick-Lunen-

Rothſay, Duke of Edinburgh, Marquis of the 
Iſle of Ely, Earl of Cheſter and Eltham, Viſcount of Laun- 
ceſton, Baron of Snaudon, Lord of the Iſles, Steward ot 
Scotland, Knight of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter. 
All Potentates highly advance in the Eyes of their Subjects 
their Heir Apparent, and confer upon him very high and 
eminent Titles of Honcur, The Heir of the Romans was 
called Cæſar, the Princeps Juventutis, as the Principal of all 
their Hopes in their Poſterity. The Heir of the French Na- 
tion is honoured with the Name of Dauphin, &c. and in like 
manner, the Heir to the Crown of England has the Title of 
Prince of Wales, Next to his Father, he is Chief in the 
Realm, and by Courſe of the Civil Law, is to fit at his 
Right Hand in all ſolemn Aſſemblies of State and Honour; 
and it was ſettled by the Houſe of Peers, May 40, 1660, that 
the Seat of the Prince of Wales in that Houle, ſhould be * 
C 4 the 
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the Right Hand of the State; but he has no Kingly Preroga- 
tive by the Laws of Britain, in the Life of his Father, x 
Lhewelyn, the laſt Welch Prince of the Britiſh Race, re... 
fuſing (Anno 1272) to come to the Coronation of K. Edw. I. 
of England, as alſo to his Parliament, the ſaid Edward I. 
(Wales having ever ſtruggled for Liberty and the-Rule of a 
native Governor) grounded a Quarrel open this Octagon, 
and marching againſt the ſaid Lhewelyn with a powerful 
Army, beſides the Fine of 50,0001. Sterling, and Payment 
of 10co1. per Annum for what he held, which was only 
for his Life, he forced him to accept a Peace upon ſuch Con- 
ditions that made his Principality differ but little from the 


Tenufe of a Subject: But this Lhewelyn's haughty Spirit 


could not brook long ; for within three Years, that Prince, 
together with his Brother David, (on whom the King, be- 
tides many other Graces, had conferred the Honour of Knight- 
hood) made a Revolt, and thereupon ſent a Roll of their 
Grievances (as the Cauſe thereof) to the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, who endeavoured to perſuade them to a Submiſſion, 
but could not prevail; ſo ſtrong was the Conceit of a Pro- 
phecy of Merlin (that Labyrinth of Error) that Lhewelyn 
ſhould one Day poſſeſs the Diadem of Brute, The K. there- 
fore marched from the Devizes, in the Co. of Wilts, with a 
large Army againſt Lhewelyn, and flew him in Battle; and 
his Head being cut off by a private Soldier, and preſented to 
the King, he cauſed it to be ignominiouſly crowned with Ivy, 
and placed upon the Tower of London: And David his Bro- 
ther, being afterwards taken, was drawn at an Horſe's Fail 
through the Streets of Shrewſbury, and then beheaded ; his 
four Quarters being ſet up at the Cities of York, Briſtol, 
Wincheſter, and Town of Northampton, and his Head ſet up 
by his Brother's, This was the firſt Execution of this Nature 
in England, of a Prince's Son, or any Nobleman. 

King Edward having thus reduced Wales, united it to the 


- Crown of England; but perceiving the Welch uneaſy under 


the Rule of Strangers, he ſent Eleanor his Queen, to Caernar- 
von- Caſtle in North-Wales, where, on the 2 5th of April, 
1284, ſhe-was delivered of a Son (which was the youngeſt of

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then the K. calling together the Barons of Wales, demanded 
if they would be content to ſubje& themſelves to one of their 
own Natives, that could not ſpeak a Word of Engliſh, and 
againſt whoſe Life they could take no juſt Exception; to 
which they readily conſented, and having ſworn to yield O- 
bedience, he nominated this new-born Son, who in his Char- 
ter the 24th of March 1305, the 33d Year of his Reign, he 
ftiled Prince of Wales, being the firſt of the Sons and Heirs 
apparent of the Kings of England' that bore that Title ; and 
the King likewiſe beſtowed on him all the Lands, Honours; 
and Revenues belonging to the ſaid Principality; ſince which 
Time, the eldeſt Son and Heir apparent of the King of Eng- 
land, has been ftiled Prince of Wales. 

K. Edw. III. by his Charter, dated the r$th of May 1332, 
the fixth of his Reign, granted to Edw. his eldeft Son, fur- 
named the Black Prince, the C. of Cheſter, as alſo that Caf- 
tle, and the Caſtle of Flint, with many ether Places and 
Lands in England, from whence-forward he had the Title of 
Earl of Cheſter added to his Stile. For John ſurnamed Scot, 
(Son of David Earl of Huntingdon, who was younger Brother 
to William called the Lion, King of Scotland, obtaining it in 
Right of his Mother, who was Maud, eldeft Siſter and Co- 
heir of Ranulf, ſurnamed Blundevile, the 6th Earl thereof) 
marrying Helena, Da, to Lhewelyn, Prince of Wales; and 
dying without Iſſue, K. Hen. III. in 1239, the 23d Year of 
his Reign, in regard that many Regal ogatives belonged 
to this Earldom, gave the four Sifters of the faid Fohn le 
Scot, which were Margaret, Iſabel, Maud, and Eva, other 
Lands inſtead of it; and in the 31ſt of his Reign, Anno 1247, 
by Letters Patent, annexed it to the Crown for ever, and 
made his eldeſt Son, Prince Edward, Earl thereof, 

By another Charter, dated the 17th of March 1336-7, the 
11th of Edw, III. he was in the Parliament held at Weſtmin- 


ſer, created Duke of Cornwall, and invefted by the Sword 


only, this being the firſt Precedent for the Creation of a Duke 
in England ; and from this Prince Edward the Dukedom of 
Cornwall hath eyer ſince ſlept in the Crown: for the eldeſt 
Son and Heir apparent to the K. of England, (whether it be 
by Birth, or the Death of his elder Brother, or his Father as 


King) is Duke of Cornwall without any Creation, 10 
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In the Parliament held at Pomfret, Anno 1342, the 16th 
of Edw. III. the above-mentioned Black Prince was created 
Prince of Wales by Letters Patent, dated the 18th of March 
the ſame Year; as alſo created Earl of Cheſter and Flint, 
and was inveſted in the Principality of Wales, with theſe 
Enſigns of Honour, viz. A Chaplet of Gold, made in Man- 
ner of a Garland, a Gold Ring, and a Verge, Rod, or Scepter 
of Silver: And for the better Support of his Eſtate as Prince 
of Wales, ſeveral Lands granted him, particularly enumerated 
in a Writ, to be delivered to this Prince, or his Attorney, 


In the 16th Year of his Age, the Black Prince entering 


upon the Stage of War, accompanied the K. his Father intq 
France, where, at his Landing, he received the Honour of 
Knighthood from that martial King's Hands; and at the 
Battle of Creſly, (which was fought on the 26th of Auguſt 
1346, the aoth of Edw. III.) leading the Van-Guard, he 
there ſlew John of Luxemburgh, K. of Bohemia, and then 
deplumed his Caſque of thoſe Oftrich Feathers, which in 
Memory of this Victory became his Cogniſance; ſometimes 
uſing one Feather, ſometimes three, (as appeareth by his Seals 
and on his Tomb) with Scrols containing this Motto, Ich 
Dien, which in the German or old Saxon Language mignifies 
I ſerve ; alluding to the Words of the Apoſtle, that the Heir, 
whilſt he is a Child, differeth nothing from a Servant. And 
theſe Feathers and Motto have been ever ſince borne by our 
Princes of Wales, Heirs apparent to the Kings of this Realm, 
with the Addition (by the more modern Kings) of a Coronet, 
and by the Vulgar are called the Prince's Arms; tho' the 
ancient Arms of the Princes of Wales (whilſt they were So- 
vereigns) were quarterly, Gules and Or, four Lions paſſant- 
guardant counterchanged : But now the Arms of that Prince 
differ from thoſe of the King, only by the Addition of a La- 
bel of three Points, Luna, in Chief, and the Omiſſion of 
Charlemaine's Crown borne in Surtout in the laſt Quarter, 
the ſaid Eſcutcheon Surtout being carried uncharged by the 
' preſent Prince, to expreſs his being Heir apparent to the 
Office of Arch- Treaſurer of the Roman Empire. 
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After the Reſtoration of King Charles IT. viz. on the gth_ 
of February 1660-67, it was ordered, that the Son and Heir 
apparent to the Crown of England, ſhould uſe and bear a 
Golden Coronet of Croſſes pattee, and Fleurs de Lis, with 
the Addition of one Arch, and in the midſt a Ball and Croſs, 
in reſemblance of the Royal Diadem. | 
At the ſame time it was alſo ordered, that the Duke of 
York, and all the immediate Sons and Brothers of the Kings 
or Queens of England, ſhould bear their Coronets compoſed 
of Croſſes pattee and Fleurs de Lis only; but that all thei 
Sons reſpectively, having the Title of Dukes, ſhould be 
their Coronets compoſed of Croſſes pattee and Strawberry- 
Leaves, ſuch as are uſed in the-Compoſure of the Coronets 
of Dukes, who are not of the Royal Blood, | 
Since the Union of England and Scotland, Anno 1707, 
the Title of the Prince of Wales hath been Prince of Great- 
Britain, (but he is ſtil generally tiled Prince of Wales) as he 
is alſo Duke of Rothſay, and Seneſchal or Steward of Scot. 
land from the firſt Hour of his Birth (as being the King's 
eldeſt Son) a Title given in the Year 1396, to David Stuart, 
Son to King Robert III. fince which it has continued to the 
eldeſt Son of Scotland. | 
At his Creation (as Prince of Wales) he is preſented before 
the King in his Surcoat, Cloak, and Mantle of Crimſon 
Velvet, and girt with a Belt of the ſame, when the King put- 
teth a Cap of Crimſon Velvet indented and turned up with 
Ermine, and the Coronet above-mentioned on his Head, as a 
Token of Principality; the K. alſo putteth into his Hand a 
Verge of Gold, the Emblem of Government, and a Ring of 
Gold on his Middle Finger, to intimate that he muſt be a 
Huſband to his Country, and a Father to her Children, 
I e him is likewiſe given and granted Letters Patent, to 
hold the ſaid Principality to him and his Heirs, Kings of 
England; by which Words the Separation of this Principa- 
lity is for ever prohibited.

A x now ſo nearly related to the Royal Family, it will 
| (no doubt) be expected that ſome Account ſhould 
be given of her Royal Higbneſs's brave Anceftors, 
whom we find divided into the Erneftine and Al- 
bertine Branches of the EleRoral Houſe of Saxony; that 


| Houſe to whoſe Protection the Proteſtants of Europe are ſo 


fignally obliged for the Reformed Religion. 

Her Royal Highneſs being of the Erneſtine Line, the firſt 
of her Anceſtors that we ſhall take notice of, is Erneſt, the 
firſt Prince of the ſaid Line, who was her Royal Highneſs's 
Great Grand/ather. 

This was Erneſt III. furnamed the Pious, Son of John the 
2d Duke of Weimar, who {ſays Schouartus) excelled all the 
Princes that ever lived, in Probity, Religion, Prudence, Po- 
Iicy, Induſtry, and Oeconomy: So that the Divine Promiſe 
was fulfilled in him, Seek firft the Kingdom of God and the 
Righteouſneſs thereof, and all other Things ſhall be added, This 
Prince was born upon Chriſtmas-Day, 1601, and was at the 
Battle of Lutzen in 1641, with Guftavus Adolphus 3} as was 
alſo bie th Brother, Bernard (commonly called, the Brave 
Duke of Weimar) one of the greateſt Generals of that Age, - 
and to whoſe Valour (after the Death of Guſtavus, who fell 
in that Battle) the Victory was chiefly attributed. After this, 
Erneſt and his Brother William agreed to divide the Eſtate, 
wheteby Gotha fell to the Share of Erneſt, In 1660, he ob- 
tained a great Part of the County of Henneburgh, and upon 
the Death of his Brother Frederick-William in 1672, inhe- 
rited Altenburg and Ooburgh. He rebuilt the Caſtte 3

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and died March 26, 1675, aged 74, having had 18 Children, 
by his Wife Elizabeth-Sophia, (Daughter of John-Philip 
Duke of Saxe-Altenburg) who died the 2cth of Dec. 1680, 
aged 61, His Son and Succeſſor, and the oldeſt Duke of 
Saxe-Gotha within the ＋ of this Generation, was 

Frederick I. born the 15th of July 1646, had two Wives: 
By the firſt, who was Magdalen Sibylla, to whom he was 
married-the 14th of Nov. 1669, and who died the 7th of 
January 1681, he had a numerous Iſſue: But his ſecond Wife, 
who was Chriſtina, Daughter of Frederick VI, Markgrave of 
Baden-Dourlach, (the Widow of Albert Markgrave of Bran. 
denburgh-Anſpach, Grandtather to the late Queen Caroline) 
and to whom he was marrſed the 14th of Auguſt 168 1, died 
at Altenburg, without Iſſue, the 21ſt of December 1705. This 
Duke and his Father are recorded to have been the Great 
Friends and Patrons of the learned Lewis de Seckendorf, who 
did ſo much Service to his Countty and the Republick of 
Letters by his Writings, This Duke Frederick died of an 
Apoplexy, the 24 of Auguſt 1691, aged 45, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by the late Duke Frederick II. 

The ſaid Frederick II. Kt, of the Orders of the Elephant 
and the Black Eagle, was born July 28, 1676, and married on 
ch of June 1696, to Magdalen- Auguſta (Daugh, of Charles- 
William, Prince of Anhalt-Zerbſt) who was born the 12th 
of October 1679, by whom he had the following Iſſue, viz, 

1. Sophia, born May 30, 1697 ; died Nov. 25, 1703. 

2. Frederick, (the preſent Duke, and Knight of the Order 
of the Black Eagle, born on the gth of April, 1699, and mar- 
ried the 6th of September 1929, to his Couſin.

William-Auguſtus, (ſecond Son to his Majeſty King 
George II,) Duke of Cumberland, and Duke of Brunſwick- 
Lunenburg, Marquis of Berkhamſted, Earl of Kennington, 
Viſcount of Trematon, Baron of Aldernay, Ranger and 
Keeper of Windſor Park, one 6f his Majeſty's moſt Hon. 
Privy Council, Chancellor of the Univerfity of Dublin and 
St. Andrew ; firſt and principal Companion of the Moſt 
Hon. Order of the Bath, and Knight of the Moſt Noble 
Order of the Garter, 

His Royal Highneſs was born at St. James's the 15th of 
April 1721, created Kt, of the Moſt Honourable Order of the 
Bath, at the firſt Inſtitution of that Moſt Hon. Order by K. 
George I, May 27, 1725, Baron of the Iſle of Aldernay, Viſ- 
count of Trematon in the C. of Cornwall, E. of Kennington 
in the C. of Surry, Marquis of Berkhamſted in the C. of 
Hertford, and Duke of Cumberland by Letters Patent dated 
July 15, 1726; and on the 18th of May 1730, his Royal 
Highneſs being elected a Kt. of the Moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, was inftall-d at Windſor on the 18th of June follow- 
ing. On the 2oth of Feb. 1741-2, he was appointed Col. 
of the Firſt Regiment of Foot Guards, and the 17th of May 
following took his Place in the Privy Council, on his Majeſ- 
ty's Left- hand. On the 26th of Vebruary 17323, his Royal 
Highneis was conſtituted Major-General. of his Majeſty's 
Forces, in which Poſt he bebaved with great Bravery at the- 
Battle of D-tingen, the 27th of June 1743, N. S. w here he was 
mot through his Leg with a Muſket-Bu.i, between the Calf 
and the Bone. On the 16th of July, O. S. 1743, his Ma- 
jeſty was pleaſed to ans his Royal Highneſs Lieut, Gen. 
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of his Forces, and in 1745, Capt, Gen. and Commander in 
Chief of all his Forces at the Battle of Fontenoy, the 13th of - 
May that Year, where his Royal Highneſs, expoſing himſelf 
in the thickeſt of the Fire, encouraged his Men by an Exam- 
ple of Bravery hardly to be equzlled. On the 16th of April 
1740, his Royal Highneſs commanded at theBattle of Culloden 
In Scotland, where he obtained a glorious Victory over the 
Rebels, who were totally defeated ; for which ſignal Service 
the Parliament voted him an additional Revenue of 25,0001, 
per Ann. and to his Heirs Male, On the 12th of July 
1746, his Majeſty was pleaſed to appoint his Royal Highneſs 
Ranger and Keeper of Windſor great Park. On the De- 
ceaſe of his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales, he was 
choſen Chancellor of the Univerſity of Dublin, having be- 
fore been elected Chancellor of the Univerſity of St, An- 
drews. On the 2oth of October 1751, his Majeſty was 
pleaſed to grant him the Lodge and Waiks in Cranburn- 
Chace in Windſor Foreſt, in the room of the Duke of St, 
Albans deceaſed, His Royal Highneſs reſigned all his mili- 
tary Commiſſions in November 1757 ; and from that Period 
till within a few Months of his Death, when he was called 
upon by his Royal Nephew George III. to aſſiſt him in form- 
ing a new Adminiſtration, lived a private Life, in which he 
diſplayed a laudable Benevclence of Heart, by employing 
Numbers of the Poor in his Works at Windſor; a truly 
patriotic Soul, and a Love for all Mankind, In the Height 
of Popularity and Eſteem, and when the Fate of his Coun- 

try ſeemed to depend upon him, his Royal Highneſs, after 
having been that Morning with his Majeſty at St. James's, 
ſuddenly departed this Life, at his Houſe in Upper Groſve- 
nor-ſtreet, by a Diſeaſe called Somnolency, on October 31, 
1766 and on Nov. 9, was interred in the Royal Vault in 
Henry VIIth's Chapel, with military Honours, greatly la- 
mented by every Friend to their Country,

Long it was however after the Conqueſt, before Duke was 
made a Title of Honour in this Nation, The King himſelf 
was then Duke of Normandy, which was perhaps the true 
Reaſon why he did not think fit to raiſe any Subject to that 
Dignity, notwithſtanding it was of elder Date in France, 
We are rather inclined to believe ſo, becauſe the fir Duke 
we meet with in England, properly ſo called, was no leſs a 
Perſon than the Black Prince, eldeſt Son to K. Edward III. 
who on the 17th of March, in the ita Year of his Father's 
Reign, Anno 1337, was created in Parliament Duke of 
Cornwall; and by that Creation, the firſt-born Sons of the 
Kings of England are Dukes of Cornwall from the firſt Hour 
of their Birth, or as ſoon as their Father is King. 

The Inveſtiture of this young Prince to the Duchy of 
Cornwall, was performed without any other Ceremony, as' 
appears from the Charter itſelf, beſides that of girding him 
with the Sword, | 

But in the 36th Edw. III. John of Gaunt was made Duke 
of Lancaſter, and had Inveſtiture not only by the King's gird- 
ing him with a Sword, but by putting on him a Cap of Fur, 
under a Coronet of Gold ſet with precious Stones. 
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And in the 21ſt of Richard II. Henry Duke of Hereford, 
and ſeveral others, were created by putting a Cap of Ho. 
_ upon their Reads, and by delivering a Rod into their 

ands. 

After this were introduced the Surcoat, Mantle, and Hood, 
with much Ceremony, as being led between two Dukes, it 
any preſent ; if not, Marquiſſes or Earls; an Ea'l going ſome- 
what before him on the Right- hand, bearing a Cap of Eſtate 
with the Coronet on it (which Cap was of Crimſon Velvet, 
lined with Ermine, and the Coronet Gold, as now worr) 
and on the other Side went an Earl bearing a Golden Rod, 
or Verge, and before him that was to be created Duke, went 
a Marquis, bearing the Sword, who was preceded by an Earl, 
with the Mantle or Robe of Eſtate lying on his Arm; and fo 
by thoſe Peers (who were all in their Robes of Eftate) being 
conducted into the Preſence Chamber, there (after Obeiſance 
being made three times to the King fitting in his Chair of 
Eſtate) the Perſon ſo veſted kneeling down, Garter King of 
Arms delivered his Patent to the King's Secretary, who deli- 
vered it to the King, who returned it again to be read aloud; 
and at the Word Inveftimus, the King put the Mantle upon 
the Perſon who was to be made a Duke; and at the Words 
Gladio Cincturamus, girt him with a Sword; and at Coppæ 
& Circuli Aurei Impofitionem, the King in like manner put 
upon his Head, the Cap with the Coronet; and at theſe 
Words, Virge Aurez Traditionem, the King gave the Rod or 
Verge of Gold into his Hand, Then was the reſt of the Pa- 
tent read, wherein he pronounced bim Duke, after which the 
King gave the Patent to the Duke ; but much of the Ceremony 
that was formerly uſed in Creation of a Duke, is now omitted. 

This Honour of Duke is hereditary, and he is called his 
Grace, a Title formerly given to the Kings of England, be- 
fore they aſſumed that of Majeſty. : 

Dukes eldeſt Sons (by the Courteſy of England) are from 


their Births ſtiled Marquiſſes, if their Fathers are poſſeſſed of 


that Title, otherways by their next Title, as may be ſeen in 
the Liſt of the ſecond Titles of the Nobility, at the End of 
the Book, and their younger Sons are called Lords, by their 
Chriſtian Names; as, Lord John, Lord Thomas, &c. and by 


the ſame Courteſy, all Hukes Daughters are ſtiled A. 
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The Mantle and Surcoat which a Duke wears at the Co- 
ronation of a King or Queen, is of Crimſon Velvet lined with 
white Taffata, and the Mantle is doubled from the Neck to 
below the Elbow with Ermine, having four Rows of Spots 
on each Shoulder. But, 

The Robe a Duke wears at his Creation and in Parlia- 
ment, is of a fine Scarlet Cloth, lined with white Taffata, 
and is doubled with four Guards of Ermine, at equal Diſtance, 
with a Gold Lace above each Guard, and is tied up on the 
leſt Shoulder with a black Ribband, as in the Iriſh Com- 
pendium is exactly depicted. His Cap is of Crimſon Velvet, 
lined with Ermine, having a Gold Button and Taſſel on the 
Top; and his Coronet, which is of Gold alſo, is ſet round 
with Flowers in Form of Strawberry- Leaves,

His Royal Highneſs was born March 25, 1748-9, and was 
baptized on April 11 following, On March 18, 1752, he 
was elécted a Knight Companion of the moſt Noble Order 
vi the Garter, and inſtalled on June 14 the ſame Yeat, , 
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In July in the Year 1758, his Royal Highneſs embarked 
at Portſmontb, on board the Eſſex, commanded by Richard, 
now Lord Viſcount Howe, and was preſent at the Reduction 
of Cherbourg, in Normandy. On the 28th of September, 
the ſame Year, he was Witneſs of the unfortunate Action 
* St. Cas, and diſplayed great Reſolution and Firmneſs of 

ind, | 
Having regularly paſſed thro' the ſubordinate Stations of 
Midſhipman and Lieutenant, he was 9 19, 1759, pro- 
moted to the Command of his Majeſty's Ship Phenix, of 
44 Guns. July 28, he failed in the Hero, with the pre- 
ſent Lord Edgcumbe ; and, upon his joining the Fleet off 
Breſt, was complimented. by Admiral Hawke, and all the 
other Flag Officers and Captains of that Squadron, He re- 
turned with Admirals Hawke and Hardy to Plymouth Sound

October 27, 1760, two Days after his preſent Majeſty's Ac- 
ceſſion to the Throne, he was ſworn of the Privy Council 
and on the Sth of November was appointed Rear-Admiral 
of the Blue, and ſworn in at the Admiralty accordingly. 

July 12, 1761, the Freedom of the Grocers Company was 
preſented to his Royal Highneſs, and the Freedom of the 
City of London, in a Gold Box of 150 Guineas Value. 

At his Majeſty's Nuptials, Sept. 8, 1761, as Chief Sup- 
porter to the Royal Bride, he walked on her Right-han! ; 
and, at the Proceflion of the Coronation, on the 22d of 
that Month, appeared in his Robes, as firſt Prince of the Blood. 
June 23, 1762, he hoiſted his Flag at Spithead, on board 
the Princeſs Amelia, and falling down to St, Hellen's, 
ſail'd with the Fleet under Sir Edward Hawke on a Cruize 
to the Coaſts of France, Spain, and Portugal; from which 
he returned in Auguſt following. On the 28th of next 
Month, he ſet ſaii with a ſmall Squadron, from St. 
Hellen's, to the Bay of Biſcay 3 and returning to Plymouth 
Oct. zo, was elected High-Steward of that Corporation, and 
about the ſame Time was preferred to be Vice- Admiral of 
the Blue. Nov, 14, enſuing, he ſailed from Plymouth with 
the Fleet under Admiral Hardy, on a Cruize to the Weſt- 
ward ; and, on the Return of the Squadron, arrived on Dec. 
13, at London, On June 3o, following, he ſet out 8 a

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Tour to ſeveral Parts of England, as he had done the three 
preceding Summers, and was every where received with the 
Reſpect due to his Rank. At the Baptiſm of his Nephew . 
Prince Frederick, now Biſhop of Oſnaburg, September 19, 
1763, his Royal Highneſs ſtood Godfather by Proxy, being 
then on his Way to Plymouth, to embark for Foreign Parts, 
On Sept. 22, he ſet ſail from that Port on board the Centu- 
rion, commanded by Commodore Harriſen, and viſited, un- 
der his Title of Earl of Ulſter, the Court of Liſbon, Gib- 
raltar, Port-Mahon, Genoa, Turin, Florence, Leghorn, ' 
Rome, Parma, Venice, Padua, Milan, and other noted 
Cities of Italy, and was entertained every where with great 
Magnificence, On Auguſt 17, 1764, he re-embarked on 
board the Centurion at Genoa, landed on the 2oth at Nice, 
from thence proceeded to Antibes, and thro' Aix, Avignon, 
Valence, Vienne, Lyons, Villafranche, Magon, Tournes, 
Chalon, Dijon, Langres, Charlemont, St. Dizier, Chalons 
au Champagne, Rheims, Laon, St. Quintin, Peronne, Ar- 
ras, and St. Omar, to Calais, without touching at Paris, 
where magnificent Preparations were made for his Recep- 
tion, From Calais he arrived at Dover on Friday Aug. 31, 
and next Day reached London. On Saturday June 8, 1765, 
his Royal Highneſs ſet eut for Harwich, on the 11th em- 
barked on board one of his Majeſty's Yachts, ar.d arrived, 
at the Hague the next Day, where he was received with 
great Diſtinction; viſited the Prince of Orange (at Eco), 
Amſterdam, and other Cities of Holland; and, on July 1, 
ſet out for Brunſwick, and was received there by his Royal 
Siſter with affecting Tenderne's, With the illuſtrious 
Brunſwick Family he paid a Viſit to his Pruſſian Majeſty 
at Potzdam, by whom he was moſt graciouſly received; 
viſited Berlin, &c, and was preſent at the Nuptials of the 
Prince Royal of Pruſſia with the Princeſs Elizabeth of 
Brunſwick, On the 8th of September, his Royal High- 
neſs, accompanied by the Hereditary Prince and Princeſs of 
Brunſwick, arrived at Harwich, from his Tour, and at St.

none of the French Ships durſt venture forth, Upon the 
Invaſion of King James IV, of Scotland, he landed a ve- 
teran Troop of 5000 Men, and joined his Father, the Earl 
of Surry, then General of the Engliſh Army; and ſent a 
Meſſage to that King to juſtify Sir Andrew Barton's Death, 
At the Battle of Flodden-Field, with his younger Brother 
Sir Edmund, he commanded the Van-Guard, where he be- 
haved himſelf with exceeding Gallantry ; and ſeeing his ſaid 
Brother in Diſtreſs, came with Sir Edward Stanley to his 
Succour, In conſideration of which great Services, he in 
the ſaid 5th Hen, VIII. was created Earl of Surry ; and upon 
a Diſpute in Parliament concerning his Place there, it was 
declared, that he ſhould fit according to his Creation, and 
not as a Duke's eldeft Son. In the 12th Hen, VIII he was 
conſtituted Lord Deputy of Ireland, where he ſupprefi>d the 
Irruption of the O-Neals and O-Carols; afterwards he per- 
formed ma / fignal Services in France, and was conſtitaied 
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Lord High Treaſurer of England, and made General of the 
King's whole Army, deſigned to march againſt the Scots; 
and all in his Father's Life - time. Upon his Father's Death, 
1524, he was again made General of the Army raiſed to 
advance into Scotland, in order to ſet the young King free, 
whom the Duke of Albany kept at Stirling; and afterwards 
attended K. Henry into France, He was likewiſe ſent Am- 
baſſador to the K. of France, to attend him to Nice, and 
commune with the Pope on his Delay, touching K. Henry's 
Divorce from Q, Catharine ; and the 15th Hen, VIII, he 
was appointed Earl Marſhal of England, and Viceroy of. Ire. 
land. In the 18th Hen. VIII. he marched to the Afﬀiſtance 
of the Earl of Shrewſbury, towards ſuppreſſing that memo. 
rable Inſurrection in Yorkſhire, called the Pilgrimage of 
Grace : But after all theſe great Services and honourable 
Charges, by the inſinuating Perſuaſions of ſome of the No- 
bility, who bore him no Good-will, the King was fo far 
miſ-led and incenſed againſt him, that he not only com- 


manded him Priſoner to the Tower, but gave Orders for 


ſeizing his Goods, and gave Notice to his Ambaſſadors a- 
broad, that ke and his Son had conſpired to take upon them 
the Government curing his Life, and after his Death, to get 
the Prince into their Hands; for which, being both attaint- 
ed in Parliament, his Son loſt his Head, and the Duke had 
fared but little better, had not the Death of the King pre- 
vented it, And fo implacable was the Malice of his Ene- 
mies, that tho' a Pardon was given by Pioclamation, at the 
Beginning of the Reign of Edward VI. to all Perſons for 
what Crimes ſoever ; yet was he, with five others, particu- , 
larly excepted, and continued Priſoner till diſcharged by Q. 
Mary, in 1553. He married firſt, Anne, Daughter to King 
Edward IV. by whom he had a Son Thomas, who died 
young ; and by his ſecond Wife, Elizabeth, Daughter to Ed- 
ward Stafford Duke of Buckingham, he had two Sons, Henry 
and Thomas; of which, Henry was Earl of Surry, and was 
beheaded as above-mentioned ; but Thomas the ſecond Son 
was reſtored in Blood, the 1ſt of Q Mary, and in the 1ſt of 
Elizabeth advanced to the Title of Viſc.

2dly, to Edward Seymour, Ear] of Hertford ; and laſtly, to 
Lodowick Stuart, Duke of Lefiox, By his 2d, he had one 
Son Charles Lyte, alias Howard, and a Daughter Grace mar- 
ried to Mildmay the ſecond Earl of Weſtmoreland, and the 
ſaid Charles Lyte had a Daughter Anne married to Sir Wil- 
liam Thorneyhurt, of the County of Kent, Knt. and by his 
firſt, had four Sons, Henry, Thomas, Francis, and Giles, and 
a Daughter Grace, married to John Horſey, Eſq; and of the 
Sons, the eldeſt, in 1582, ſucce:ded him in the Title of 
Viſc. Bindon; but died without Iſſue, as did Thomas his 
Brother and Heir, who was Knight of the Garter, and his

HENRY, Earl of Surry, who was beheaded. He married 
Frances, Daughter to John Vere, Earl of Oxford, and by 
her left two Sons, and three Daughters; whereof Jane was 
married to Charles, Earl of Weſtmoreland 3 Margaret, to 
Henry Lord Scroop, of Bolton ; and Catharine, to Henry the 
7th Lord Berkeley, Of the Sons, which were Thomas and 
Henry, the latter, with his ſaid three Siſters, was reftored 


in Blood the xt of Elizabeth, and was a Perſon highly e- 


ſteemed for his Learning. He was one of the Privy Council 
to King James I. by whom he was created Lord Howard of 
Marnhill, in the Co. of Dorſet, and Earl of Northampton; 
and made Lord Privy Seal, Warden of the Cinque Ports, 
Knight of the Garter, and Chancellor of the Univerſity of 
Cambridge, where (in King's College) he had his Education, 
and afterwards founded and endowed no leſs than three Hoſ- 
pitals, viz, one for twelve poor Women, and a Governor, 
at Rifing, in Norfolk ; another for twelve poor Men, and a 
Governor, at Clun, in Shropſhire; and the zd, at Green- 
wich, in Kent, for a Governor and twenty poor Men, of 
whom eight are to be choſen out of Shotſham, in Norfolk, 
his Birth-place. This Earl died unmarried on the 15th of 
June, 1624, and was buried in an ancient Chapel in the

(4th D.) Tuomas, the elder Brother, who, upon the 
Death of his Grandfather Thomas Duke of Norfolk, ſuc. 
ceeded him in his Honour and Eſtate, the Act of his Grand- 
father's Attainder being repealed, as before - mentioned; and 
in the 2d Year of Q. Mary, he was ſent againſt the Inſur- 
rection headed by Sir Thomas Wyat. In the 1ft of Eliza- 
beth he was made Knight of the Garter, and two Years af- 
ter conſtituted Lieutenant-General for the Northern Parts of 
the Realm; but in the 11th of that Reign the Queen began 
to ſuſpect him as too much inclined to the Queen of Scots, 
whom it was reported he deſigned to marry ; to which Mar- 
riage the Queen being averſe, the Duke retired into Norfolk, 
with a Reſolution, notwithſtanding, to purſue his fermer 
Courtſhip 3 which being diſcovered, he was impriſoned the 
14th of tifat Reign, and the next Year brought to his Trial, 
when his Charge amounted to High-Treaſon, viz. That he 
had conſpired the dethroning of the Queen, and bringing in 
foreign Forces; that he had applied to the Pope and Spa- 
niard for that Purpoſe ; and that he endeavoured the En- 
Jargement of the Queen of Scots ; for which he was found 
guilty by his Peers, and on the 2d of June 1574, beheaded 
on Tower- Hill, He married firſt Mary, Daughter to Henry 
Fitz- Alan, Earl of Arundel, (with whom he had the Ma- 
nor and Caſtle of Arundel in Suſſex, which continues in his 
Family to this Day) and by her had Philip his Heir; by his 
2d Wife, who was Margaret, Daughter and ſole Heir of 
Thomas Lord Audley of Walden, he had Thomas, tbe firſt 
Earl of SUFFOLK of this Family, and William, from 
whom the Earl of CARLISLE is deſcended ; and a Daughter 
Margaret, married to Robert Sackville, Earl of Dorſet. 

Pr1Lry, his eldeſt Son, was Earl of Arundel, as Owner 
of Arundel Caſtle by Deſcent from his Mother, (for whos 
ever is poſſeſſed of that Caſtle, becomes thereby an Earl, 
without any other Creation,) and was by that Title ſum- 
moned to the Parliament held the 23d of Elizabeth, and af- 
terwards by ſpecial Act was reſtored in Blood by the ſame 
Parliament ; but not long atter, by the Contrivance of Ro- 


bert Earl of Leiceſter, and Secretary Walfingham, be was 
confined 
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confined to his Houſe; and endeavouring to go beyond Sea 
for Security and Devotion, being at his embarking betrayed 
by ſome of his Servants, was apprehended and ſent Priſoner 
to the Tower; and ſoon after a Charge was brought againft 
him in the Star-Chamber, for ſupporting Romiſh Prieſts, 
and holding Correſpondefice with Jeſuits, and other traitor- 
ous People, who conſpired the Ruin of their Prince and 
Country; for which he was fined 10,0001, and to ſuffer 
Impriſonment during the Queen's Pleaſure, But it ſeems 
this Severity was not ſufficient, for, in 1590, he was tried 
for High-treaſon by his Peers : The Particulars of the Trea- 
ſon were, his contracting a tri Friendſhip with Cardinal 
Allen, and Parſons the Jeſuit, for reſtoring the Romiſh Re- 
ligion; that he was privy to the excommunicating Bull of 
Pope Sixtus Ws and that he cauſed Maſs to be fai 

for the Succeſs of the Spaniſh Armado ; and being found 
guilty, he had Sentence of Death pronounced againſt him ; 
but being remanded to the Tower, his Execution was re- 
ſpited, He is ſaid to have ſpent the Remainder of his Life 
in Exerciſes of Auſterity and Devotion, and died a Priſoner 
in 1595, He married Anne Daughter to Thomas, and 
Siſter and Coheir to George Lord Dacres of Gilliland, by 
whom he left 
Txomas, his only Chill, who was reſtored in Blood by 
the Parliament, 1 Jac. I. and to all the Titles of Honour 
and Precedence, loſt by his Father's Attainder, and was in- 
ſtalled Knight of the Garter, 9 Jac. I. and in 19 Jac. I. was 
conſtituted Earl Marſhal of England for Life, This Earl, a 
little before the Coronation of King Charles I. was joined in 
Commiſſion with William Earl of Pembroke, to make

Macdonnel, Brother to Randal the firſt Earl of Antrim in

(6th D.) HENRY his Brother, who, on the 27th of 
March, 21 Car. II. was created Lord Howard of Caſtle- 
Rifing in Norfolk; as on the 19th of October 1672, for his 
eminent Services to King Charles I. he was created Earl of 
Norwich, to him and to the Heirs Male of his Body; and 
alſo by the ſame Patent had granted to him the Office and 
Dignity of Ear] Marſhal of England, to him, and the Heirs 
Male of his Body; and for Default of ſuch Iſſue, to the 
Heirs Male of the Body of Thomas Earl of Arundel, Surry 
and Norfolk, Grandfather of the ſaid Henry Lord Howard; 
and for Default of ſuch Iſſue, to the Heirs Male of the Body 
of Thomas, late Earl of Suffolk; end for Default of ſuch 
I{Tue, to the Heirs Male of the Body of the Lord William 
Howard, of Naworth in the Co. of Cumberland, youngeft

Co, of York, Eſqz 2d, Lord James; Howard, who died a 
Batchelor, being drowned in Auguſt, 1702, attempting to 
ride over Sutton- Waſh in Lincolnſhire 3 3d, Lord Frederick - 
Henry Howard, who married Catharine, Davghter to Sir 
Francis Blake, of the Co. of Oxford, and Relict of Sir 
Richard Kennedy, of Mount-Kennedy in Ireland, Bart. by 
whom ſhe had a Daughter Elizabeth, married to Sir William 
Dudley, of Northamptonſhire, Bart. 'This Lady died in Ja- 
nuary, 1731. And the ſaid Lord Frederick died on the 16th 
of March, 1726-7. Lady Catharine and Lady Anne, both 
Nuns in Flanders; but the Lady Philippa, married William 
Standiſh, of Standiſh-Hall, in the Co. of Lancaſter, Eſq;

(7th D.) Henry and Thomas, the eldeſt on the 27th of 
Jan, 1679, was ſummoned to Parliament by Writ by the 
Title of Lord Mowbray ; and in 1682, upon the Death of 
Prince Rupert, was made Conſtable of Windſor-Caſtle, War- 
den of Windſor-Foreſt, and Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Ro- 
tulorum for the Counties of Norfolk, Surry, and Berks. On 
Jan. 11, 1683, he ſucceeded his Father in all his Honours ; 
and on the 6th of May 1685, was elected a Knight of the 
Garter, and inſtalled the 23d of July following, This Duke 
obtained a Commiſſion under the Great Seal, on the 14th of 
Auguſt 1687, which bore Date at Weſtminſter, whereby his 
Grace, as Earl Marſhal of England, ſhould revive and hold 
a Court of Chiyalry, &c.

In the Reign of King John, Milo de St. Maur 
was one of the Barons of the Realm, as his Deſcendants 
were, till the Reign of Hen. V, when Richard de St. Mavr, 
left an only Daughter and Heir, the Wife of Sir William le 
Zouch, Knt. but there were ſeveral junior Branches of this 
Family, in the Reigns of Henry III. and Edward I. Nicholas 
de Semere is mentioned in a Charter of Neſta de Cokefield, 
in the Reign of King Henry III. and in the 25th of Edw. I.

The ad Son was Sir Robert Seymour, Knt, and 
Sir Joan the eldeſt who ſucceeded, was one of the Com- 
manders of the Forces that vanquiſhed the Lord Audley, and 
the Corniſh Rebels at Black hcath, the 12th Hen. VII. and 
for his valiant Deportment in that Engagement, was knighted 
in the Field of Battle. He ſerved King Henry VIII. in the 
Wars in France and Flanders, and in the 4th of that Reign, 
for his gallant Behaviour at the Siege of Therouenne, and 
the Battle of the Spurs, had the Honour of K night Banneret 
conferred upon him. In the 7th Hen. VIII. he was Sheriff 
of the Counties of Dorſet and Somerſet, and in the gth of 
that Reign, one of the Knights of the Body to that King; 
obtaining likewiſe a Grant of the Conſtable-wick of —_— 
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Caſtle to himſelf, and Edward his Son. In 1521, he at- 
tended King Henry VIII. at the great Interview with Fran- 
cis the French King between Guiſnes and Ardres, having 
in his Retinue a Chaplain, four Servants, and eight led 
Horſes. When the Emperor Charles IV. came into Eng- 
land, 14th Henry VIII. he was appointed to attend the 
King at Canterbury, in order to his Reception, At the 
ſecond Interview with Francis the French King at Bulloign, 
in the 24th of Henry VIII. he was one of the Grooms of 
the Chamber. He died in 1536, and left Iſſue, by Marga- 
ret his Wife, Daughter to Sir John Wentworth of Nettle- 
ſted in Suffolk, fix Sons and four Daughters; of which 
Daughters, Jane was married to King Henry VIII. and was 
Mother of King Edward VI. Elizabeth, the 2d Daughter, 
waz firſt married to Sir Henry Ughtred, Knt. 2dly, to Gre- 
gory Lord Cromwell; and laſtly, to John Lord St. John of 
Bafing, afterwards\ Marquis of Wincheſter ; and Dorothy, 
to Sir Clement Smith, Rut.

(iſt D.) Epward, the ad, was created Duke of Somerſet, 
Henry, the zd, was Knight of the Bath; Sir Thomas, the 
th, diſtinguiſhed himſelf in ſeveral military Commands, 
and in the 35th Hen. VIII. was Marſhal of the Forces under 
Ser John Wallop, that were ſent in Aid of Maximilian. the 
Emperor, againſt the French King, In the 1K of Edw. VI. 
he was created Lord Seymour of Sudley, made Knight of 
the Garter, and Lord High Admiral of England, and mar- 
ried the Lady Catharine Parr, Widow of King Hen, VIII. 
The other Sons, who were Anthony and John, died young. 

EDwarD, the eldeft, who was Duke of Somerſet, on the 
24th Auguſt 1524, was, with the Duke of Suffolk, at the 
taking of Braye, Roye, and Montdidier in France, where, for 
his Valour and Conduct, he was knighted by the Duke. In 
the 24th Hen. VIII. he was Eſquire of the Body to his Ma- 
jeſty, and was in that Train, which attended on their So- 
vereign at Bulloign, at his Interview with Francis the French 
King, and when his Siſter Jane was married he was created 
Viſcount Beauchamp, as allo at the ſame time, had a Grant 
of the Office of Chancellor and Chamberlain of North- 
Wales for Life, and was made Captain of the Iſle of ys 
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On the 18th of Octeber 1538, he was created Earl of Hert. 
ford, and three Years after, ſent over to France, to diſpute 
the Limits of the Engliſh Borders; and on the gth of Ja. 
nuary the ſame Year, was elected a Knight of the Garter, 
In the 33d Hen, VIII. the Scots denying their Homage, he 
accompanied the Duke of Norfo'k in his Expedition into 
Scotland; and in the 34th, was made Lord Great Cham. 
berlain of England for Life. The ſame Year, being made 
Lieutenant-General of the North, he, with an Army well 
furniſhed, marched into Scotland, when Leith and Edin- 
burgh were taken and plundered, 

In the 36th Hen. VIII. the King being then at the Siege 
of Bulloign, he came to him with ſeveral Troops of Almains, 
French and others, and after taking thereof, routed an Ar- 
my of 14,000 French, who lay encamped hard by. In the 
37th Hen. VIII. the Scots making ſeveral Incurfions on the 
Borders, in Conjunction with 5000 Auxiliaries from France, 
he being ſent againſt them, deſtroyed all the Towns upon 
the Middle Marches, and paſſing towards the Weſt, made 
great Spoil in thoſe Parts. Soon after, the French endea- 
vouring to regain Bulloign, he forced their Retreat ; and, 
purſuing the Enemy, beſides the Slaughter, gained ſeveral 
Trophies of his Succeſs. The next Year, the Earl of Surry, 
Governor of Bulloign, being laid afide, he was put in his 
Stead, and ſent over with the Lord Admiral, and 9300 
Men, to oppoſe the French then making Head. In 1547, 
the King lying on his Death-bed, he was appointed one of 
his Executors ; and on the 1ſt of February 1547, was una- 
nimouſly elected Protector of the Realm, and Governor of 
the King's Perſon, until he ſhould accompliſh the Age cf 
18 Years, On the 1oth of February following, he was 
choſen Lord Treaſurer of England; as alſo the 15th of the 
ſame Month, created Baron Seymour, with Limitation to 

the Heirs Male of his Body, by Anne his 2d Wife, Re- 
mainder to his Heirs Male by Catherine his firſt Wife. The 
next Day he was created Duke of Somerſet, and to his Heirs 
| Male by Anne his 2d Wife, and in Default thereof, to bis 
Heirs Male, by Catherine his firſt, or any other Wife : And 
on the 17th February was created Earl Marſhal of England 
for Life; and in the Reign of Edw. VI, made ChancgJlor 
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of the Univerſity of Oxford ; he had likewiſe a ſpecial Grant, 
that he ſhould fit alone, and be placed at all times, as well 
in the King's Preſence in Parliament, as in his Abſence, on 
the Middle of the Bench or Stool, next on the Right-hand 
the King's Royal Seat. In the firſt Year of his Adminiſtra- 
tion, he prepared an. Army, and invaded Scotland, fought 
the memorable Battle at Muſſelborough, wherein his un- 
daunted Courage, as well as Conduct, were the principal 
Means of gaining that fignal Victory, He was afterwards 
ſent to view the Fortifications of Calais, where with 7000 
Engliſh, he beat an Army of 21,000 French, and took their 
Baggage and Cannon, He likewiſe invaded and ſpoiled Pi- 
candy, and having won the Caftle called Red Pile; began the 
Forts of Newhaven, Blackneſs, and Ballingberge ; and upon 
theſe and other like Succeſſes, his After.Fortunes were al- 
ways eſteemed rather new than ſtrange, and his Preſence on- 
ly was reputed ſufficient Surety for an Army: But this good 
Duke (for ſo he was commonly tiled) after all the great Ser- 
vices he had done his Country, fell by the Stroke of the Ax, 
thro' the Pride of his 2d Wite, Anne Stanhape, Daughter to 
Sir Edward Stanhope of Shelford in the Co. of Nottingham, 
Knt, and Heir to her Mother, Elizabeth Siſter to John 
Bourchier, Earl of Bath, and Great Grand-Daughter of Wil 
liam Bourchier, Earl of Ewe, in Normandy, by Anne hi 
Wife, Daughter and ſole Heir to Thomas of Woodſtock, Duke 
of Glouceſter, 7th and youngeſt Son of King Edw. III. Tho- 
mas Lord Sudley, Brother to the Duke, having married the- 
Lady Catharine Parr, Queen Dowager to King Hen. VIII. ſhe 
envied the Marriage, by reaſon the younger Brother's Wife 
claimed Precedence before her, and poſſeſſed the Duke her 
Huſband, that his Brother ſtudied his Ruin, and to get the 
Protector ſhip out of his Hands; which by the Artifice of 
John Dudley, the ambitious Earl of Warwick, took place; 
and the Lord Sudley being arreſted, was impriſoned in the 
Tower, tried and condemned by Act of Parliament; and on 
the 20th of March 3d Edw. VI. beheaded, by a Warrant un- 
der his own Brother's Hand, The Duke, having thus ſigned 
his Brother's D-ath, created a great Hatred in the People a- 
tainſt him, many of the Nobility calling him Blooa-jucker, 
Murderer, unfut to be the King's Protector: Beſides, another

Thing helped to confirm the publick Hatred, his pulling 
down a Church and two Biſhops Houſes in the Strand, to 
make way for Somerſet-Houſe, and ruining the Steeple,

EpwARD his Heir, and fix Daughters ; whereof Anne, 
was firſt married to John, Dudley, eldeſt Son of the before- 
mentioned Earl of Warwick, which Earl was then Duke of 
Northumberland, and 2dly, to Sir Edward Unton, of Wad- 
ley, Berks, Knt, of the Bath; Margaret and Jane died un- 
married; Mary, was firſt married to Andrew Rogers, Son 
and Heir of Sir Richard Rogers, Kt. and 2dly, to Sir Henry 
Peyton, Knt. Catharine died unmarried, and Elizabeth be- 
came the 2d Wife of Sir Richard Knightly of Fauſeley, in 
the Co. of Northampton, Knt, Edward, who ſucceeded, be- 
ing diſpoſſeſſed of ail Titles by the Attainder of his Father, in 
the 5th of Edw. VI. ſo continued till the 1ſt of Eliz. when 
he was advanced to the Title of Lord Beauchamp, and Earl of 
Herttord, He married the Lady Catharine Grey, Daughter 
to Henry Duke of Suffolk, and Siſter to the Lady Jane Grey; 
but ſhe being nearly allied to the Queen, and diſcerned to be

and third Wives, who were Frances, Daughter to William 
Howard Lord Effingham, Sifter to Charles, Earl of Not- 
tingham ;z and Frances, Daughter to Thomas Viſc, Howard 
of Bindon, he had no Iſſue. 

EnwarD, Lord Beauchamp, in the 6th of James I. ob- 
tained Letrers- Patent, granting that he and the Heirs Male 
of his Body, immediately atter the Death of his Father, 
ſnould be Barons of Parliament, and have Place and Voice 
there; as alſo ether Letters-Patent, for the Enjoyment of 
the Title of Earl of Hertford ; but died in his Father's Life- 
ume, 1618, He married Honora, Daughter tg Sir Richard 
Rogers of Brainſton, in the Co. of Dorſet, Knt, and by her 
had three Sons and a Daughter of her Name, married to Sir 
Fercinand Sutton, Knt. of the Bath, at that Time Heir-ap- 
parent to Edward Lord Dudley, by whom the had a Daughter 
Frances, Barone's Dudley, Wife of Humble who was created 
Lord Ward ; and of the Sons, which were Edward, Sir Wil- 
liam, and Sir Francis, the etdeſt who died in 1618, the ſame 
Yearas his Father, married the Lady Anne Sackville, Dau.

married 2dly, Sir Edward Lewis, Knt. 
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(ad D.) Sir WILLIAM Seymour, Knut. ad Son, upon the 
Death of his Grandfathcr, Edward Earl of Hertford, ſuc. 
ceeded him in his Honours, In 1640, the 16th Cha. I. he 
was created Marg. of Hertford, and made Knt. of the Garter, 
as alſo Governor to Prince Charles (afterwards K, Cha, II.) 
and upon the grand Rebellion, faithfully adhering to his 
Majeſty, was made Lieut. General of all his Forces, in the 
Counties of Wilts, Southampton, and Dorſet. In 1643, he 
was elected Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford, and 
made Groom of the Stole to the King, and living to ſee the 
Reſtoration, was reſtored to the Dignity of Duke of Somer- 
ſet; and died on the 24th of October, 1660.

Prince George of Denmark, the chief Mourner. In 1685, 
his Grace was at the Head of the Militia of the Co. of So- 
merſet, to oppoſe the Duke of Monmouth. In 1687, he was 
removed from his Poſts of firſt Gentleman of the Bedchamber 
to the King, and Colonel of Dragoons, for refuſing to attend 
: the Pope's Nuncio to his publick Audience; and upon the 
Advancement of K. William and Q. Mary, to the Throne, 
he, at the Coronation, carried the Queen's Orb; and on the 
zoth of May following, was elected Chancellor of the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridge, which honourable Poſt he enjoyed till 
\ his Death. At Queen Mary's Funeral he was one of the Sap- 
porters of the Pall, and his Ducheſs was Chief Mourner, On 
* the 19th of June, 1701, he was appointed one of the Lords 
Juſtices of England, whilſt his Majeſty went to Holland; 
- as on the 28th of the ſame Month, he was ſworn one of his

married in 1570 Elizabeth, Daughter of Sir Arthur Cham- 
pernown, of Dartington, Devon, Knt, by whom he had Iſſue 
ſeveral Sons and Daughters; and dying April 11, 1613, was 
ſucceeded by | 

Sir EDwARD Seymour his eldeſt Son, who was knighted 
at Greenwich, and ſent by King James I. on an Embaſſy to 
Denmark. He was ſeveral Times choſen to Parliament for 
Kellington, 'Totneſs, and the County of Devon; but upon 
the Diſſolution of that which met in 1625, he lived retired 
at his Caſtle of Berry Pomeroy, which he made a ftately 
Houſe ; but this noble Structure was demoliſhed in the Civil

ing the Commons made three Repreſentations in his Fa- 
your, which occaſioned. their Prorogation to the 15th, when 
they choſe Serjeant Gregory, When King James aſcended 
the Throne he was a ſedulous Oppoſer of Monmouth, and 
afterwards no leſs warm in oppoſing Arbitrary Power, and a 
Standing Army.

Date Nov. 2, 1642, was created Marquis of Worceſter. He 
maintained his Caſtle of Ragland in the Co. of Monmouth, 
with a Garriſon of 800 Men, during the Civil Wars, for 
that King, from 1642, till Aug, 19, 1646, without receiving 
any Contribution from the Country, and then yielded it to 
the Parliament's Generaliſſimo, Sir Thomas Fairfax,,upon 
very honourable Articles; and was the laſt Garriſon that 
held out againſt that victorious Army, in England: But after 
its being yielded, it was demoliſhed, and all the Timber in

ber may be a lit:le gueſſed at. The Lead that covered the 
Caſtle, was ſold for 6000 Pounds, and a great Part of the 
Timber feat to Briitol, to rebuild the Houſes upon the Bridge, 
which happened to have been lately burnt, The Loſs to his

Anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Leiceſter ; and ſecondly, to 
Horatio Walj ole, Eſq; Uncle to Robert the firft Earl of Or- 
ford, of that Family; and died on the 5th of Aug. 1722, aged 
64 ; Lady Bridget, the 3d, married 1ſt Charles Fitz-Charles, 
Earl of Plymouth, natural Son of K. Cha, JI. by Mrs. Catha- 
tharine Peg, 1 of Thomas Peg, of Velderſſey, in 
the County of Derby, Eſq,) but by him, who died on the 
17th of October, 1680, at Tangier, ſhe had no Iſſue; and 
Adly, to Dr, Philip Biſs, Biſhop of Hereford : Lady Ca- 
tharine, to James Herbert, of Kingſey, Bucks, "Eſq; =_

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and Heir to James, a younger Son of Philip Earl of Pem- 
broke: Lady Martha, to Charles, Son and Heir to John 
Earl of Bath; and the Lady Sophia, the youngeſt, firit to 
Donatus, Lord Ibrican, Grandſon and Heir apparent to 
Henry Earl of Thomond; and afterwards to William Lord 
Lemſter, by whom ſhe was Mother of the late Earl of Pom- 
fret. And of the Sons, which were Edward, Thomas, and 
Peregrine; the 2d died an Infant; and the eldeſt, who was 
tiled Lord Latimer, married Elizabeth, eldeft Daughter and

(2d D.) PzxzGRINE his Brother became Heir. In 1678, 
he was choſen Member of Parliament for Corfe Caſtle, In 
his Father's Life-time, he was created Viſcount Dumblaine, 
in Scotland, on the Surrender of*his Father's Patent ; and 
on the 14th of March, 1690, was ſummoned to Parliament, 
by the Title of Lord Oſborne, of Kiveton; and command- 
ing as an Admiral in ſeveral Expeditions at Sea, did, on 
many Occaſions, diftinguiſh himſelf by his gallant Beha- 
viour, eſpecially at the unfortunate Bufineſs of Cameret, 
where his Conduct and Bravery were very remarkable.

(Iſt E.) Joux his Heir, who was born at Kingſton-Ruſſel 
aforeſaid, reſided at Barwick, about four Miles from Brid- 
port, in the ſaid County of Dorſet ; and being a Gentleman 
ot excellent Accompliſhments, as alfo one who had travelled 
ard been in divers Battles with the ſaid King Henry in 
France, became the Foundation of that Honour, which af- 
terwards accrued to this noble Family, In 1498, Philip 
Archduke of Auſtria, only Son of the Emperor Maximi- 
lian, being bound for Spain, having married the Heireſs of 
that Kingdom, Joan, Daughter of Ferdinand and Iſabel, 
King and Queen of Caſtile and Arragon, and meeting with 
1 violent Storm in his Paſſage from Flanders thitherward, he 
was neceſſitated to put on ſhore at Weymouth ; whereupon 
Sir Thomas Trenchard, Knt, who lived near that Port, ac- 
commodated him in the beſt Manner he could; till ſuch 
Time as he had ſent to Court to acquaint King Henry VII. 
with his Arrival; and inviting Mr. Ruſſel, who was his 
Neighbour and Relation, and then newly returned from his 
Travels, to wait upon him at his Houſe; the Archduke 
was fo taken with his Converſation, that he defired he might 
enjoy his Company at Court, then at Windſor, whither the 
King had invited that Prince to come : And Mr, 2 
DE 
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being recommended to the King by the Archduke, 29 ; 
Gentleman fitly qualified to ſerve him in ſome conſiderable 
Station, he was thereupon taken into great Favour, and 
made one of the Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber. In 
the $th of Henry VIII. he attending that King at the taking 
of Therouenne and Tournay, he made him a Gentleman of 
his Privy Chamber, and gave him certain Lands in Tout. 
nay ; after which he was knighted by the Earl of Surry, 
Admiral of the Engliſh Fleet, for his Service at the taking 
of Morlaix, in Bretagne, In the 15th of Henry VIII. he 
was made Knight Marſhal ; and afterwards employed in ſe- 
veral Negociations to the Emperor Charles V. the French 
King, Pope, and Duke of Lorrain; and was likewiſe at the 
great Battle of Pavia; where Francis, King of France, was 
taken Priſoner by the Duke of Bourbon. He alfo attended 
King Henry in 1542, at the magnificent Interview at Bo- 
logne, where he was moſt pompouſly entertained by Francis 
the ſaid French King; who, in his Return, received equal 
Entertainments from the King of England at Calais, where 
Sir John was alſo preſent. In the 2gth Henry VIII. he 
was made Comptroller of the Houſhold, and one of the Privy 
Council ; and on the gth of March the ſame Year was 
created a Baron of this Realm : And that he might the bet- 
ter ſupport the Honour conferred upon him, that Prince 
took the firſt opportunity to augment his Fortune; and in 
the 31 of his Reign, upon the Diſſolution of the Mona- 


ſteries, made a Grant to him, and Anne his Wife, and the 


Heirs of their Bodies, of the whole Scite and Circuit of the 
rich Abbey of Taveſtoke, in the County of Devon ; alto 0! 
the Borough and Town of Taveſtoke, and of the Manors cf 
Hundewike, Morewell, and Morwellham, Milton- Abbot 
alias Melton-legh, Lamerton, Hole, Brentor, Wyke-Daber- 
non, Peterſtavye, Ottrow alias Otterye, Whitchurch, and 
Newton; with the Hundred of Hurdewyke, otherwiſe called 
the Hundred of Taveſtoke ; as alſo the Rectory and Vicar- 
age of Taveſtoke ; likewiſe the Manor of Antony, in the 
County of Cornwall, and the Borough of Denbury, with 
the Manors of Denbury, Plymſtoke, Worryngton, Cowyke, 
Enwyke, Burleigh, Olderidge, Cavelinch, Whimple, Wood- 
Marſhton, Chriſtenſtow, Borington, and Cornewede, all ” 
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the County of Devon, and belonging to the ſame diſſolved 
Monaſtery of Taveſtoke: He had likewiſe divers other 
Lands given him in the Counties of Devon, Somerſet, and 
Bucks; among which was the Manor of Abbots Aſton, in 
Bucks, belonging to the diſſolved Abbey of St. Albans, 
Beſides this vaſt Augmentation in Lands, he bore ſeveral 
great Offices in that Prince's Reignz as Lord Warden of 
the Stannaries in Devon and Cornwall; and in the 324 of 
Henry VIII. was conſtituted Lord Admiral of England and 
Ireland, (he being before Knight of the Garter) his Royal 
Maſter wiſely diſcerning, there were no Employments either 
at Home or Abroad, in Court or Camp, by Sea. or Land, that 
he was not fitly qualified for; and his Majeſty having 
thought it expedient to eſtabliſh a Council in and for the bet. 
ter Government of the Weſtern Parts of the Kingdom, his 
Lordſhip was made Preſident of Devon, Cornwall, Somerſet, 
and Dorſet, On the 3d of December, 34 Henry VIII. he 
was appointed Lord Privy Seal ; and two Years after, King 
Henry attacking Bologne in Perſon, the Lord Ruſſel was 
Captain-General of the Van-Guard of the King's Army, 
That King, drawing now towards the End of his Reign, 
was pleaſed on his Death-bed to appoint the Lord Ruſſel to 
be one of the fixteen Counſellors to his Son Prince Edward ; 
at whoſe Coronation, his Lordſhip was Lord High Steward 
of England for the Day; and the ſame Year had a Grant 
of the Monaſtery at Wooburn. This Prince and his Coun- 
eil, being very intent upon promoting the Reformation, or- 
dered the Images to be pulled down, which occafioned divers 
Infurreftions z whereupon the Lord Ruſſel was diſpatched 
againſt the Devonſhire and Corniſh Men, with a Body of 
Troops, with which he having defeated thoſe Rebels at 
Fenniton-Bridge, relieved Exon, killed 600, and took 4000 
Priſoners ; and for thoſe and other Services to the King's 
Father and himſelf, he was on the 19th of January 3d 


Edward VI. created Earl of Bedford. The next Year, his 


Lordſhip, with William Lord Paget, Sir William Petre, and 
Sir John Maſon, was ſent Ambaſſador to Guiſnes in France, 
to treat of a Peace between the two Kingdoms, which they 
concluded ; and having ſurvived the many Difficulties and 
Factions of King Edward's Reign, he, upon the Acceſſion 

ot 
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of Queen Mary, obtained a new Patent for the Office of 
Lord Privy Seal; and, tho' then pretty well in Years; wa; 
in the ſecond Year of that Princeſs, ſent into Spain to at- 
tend King Philip into England, in order to his Nouptials 
with the faid Queen: And this was the more remarkable, 
that as this Prince's Grandfather, Philip Archduke of Au- 
firia brought him firſt to Court, and was the Occaſion of 
his Rife to his great Fortune and Honours, ſo his Lord- 
ſhip's laſt publick Office, was to bring his Grandſon over 
to lie in the Boſom of the Queen his Royal Miſtreſs, and to 
enjoy the Title of King of England. This great Earl dying 
the 14th of March, 1554, was buried at Cheneys, in Bucks, 
an Eftate his Lordſhip had in Right of his Lady Anne, 
Daughter and ſole Heir to Sir Guy Sapcott, Knt, Widew of 
Sir John Broughton, of Tuddington, in the County of Bed- 
ford, Knt. which Lady ſurviving the Earl, bequeathed her 
Manor of Thornhaugh to her Grandſon Edward Lord Ruſſel, 
and the Heirs Male of his Body. John Earl of Bedford 
was ſucceeded by his ſecond but eldeſt ſurviving Son, 

(24 E.) FrRANc1s, who at the Coronation of King Ed- 
ward VI. was made Knight of the Bath; in 1549, he was 
choſen Knight of the Shire for the County of Northumber- 
land, being the firſt Inſtance of a Peer's eldeſt Son fitting 
in the Houſe of Commons . Upon the King's Deceaſe, 
he with Sir Maurice Berkeley, Sir William Fitz-William, 
and Sir Henry Neville, Knights, proclaimed the Lady Mary 
Queen of England; and put themſelves in Arms on her 
Behalf againſt the Lady Jane Grey, Queen Mary being te- 
duced in the 4th Year of her Reign, to engage in her Huſ- 
band's Quarrel with France, her Forces were inſtrumental 
firſt in gaining the Battle of St. Quintin, and then in tak- 
ing the Town; where the Earl of Bedford was preſent, and 
ſhared both in the Glory and Danger, In the 1ſt of Eliza- 
beth, he was ſworn one of the Privy Council, and afterwards 
ſent Ambaſſador to Scotland, where he aflifted at the Bap- 
tiſm of King James VI. as ſtanding Surety for the Queen; 
and carried with him a Font of pure Gold, as a Preſent 
from her Majeſty, In the 2d of Elizabeth, he was ſent 
Ambaſſador to France ; and having diſcharged that Tet

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to her Majeſty's Satisfaction, he was ſent a ſecond Time by 
her into that Kingdom about two Years after, to condole 
the Death of Francis II. and at the ſame time to congratu- 
late his Brother Charles IX. upon his Acceſſion to the 
Throne. In the 6th of Elizabeth, he was conſtituted Go- 
vernor of the Town and Caſtle of Berwick-upon-Tweed 
and in the 15th of her Reign, he was one of the Peers at 
the Trial of Thomas Howard, Duke of Norfolk; and was 
afterwards made Knight of the Garter, and died in 1584. 
This Earl founded a School at Wooburn, and by his Will 
gave 201, per Ann. for the Maintenance of two poor Stu- 
dents of Divinity in Univerſity College Oxford, called the 
Earl of Bedford's Scholars, to be nominated and appointed 
by his Heirs for ever ; and was a Perſon of ſuch great Hoſ- 
pitality, that Queen Elizabeth was. wont to ſay of him, That 
he made all the Beggars, He was Warden of the Eaſt- 
Marches towards Scotland, Lord Warden of the Stannaries 
in Devon and Cornwall, Chief Juſtice in Eyre South of the 
Trent, and Lord Lieutenant of the Coun'ies of Dorſet, 
Devon, and Cornwall. By his ſecond Wife Bridget, Daugh- 
ter to John Lore Huffey, Widow firſt of Sir Richard Mor- 
riſon, and ſecondly of Henry Manners Earl of Rutland, he 
had no Iſſue; but by his firſt, who was Margaret, Siſter to 
Oliver the firſt Lord St. John, of Bletſoe, he had four Sons, 
Edward, John, FR ANC1s, and William; and three Daugh- 
ters; Anne, married to Ambroſe Dudley, Earl of Warwick; 
Elizabeth, to William Bourchier, Earl of Bath; Margaret, 
to George Clifford, the third Earl of Cumberland, by whom 
ſhe had a Daughter named Anne, who was married 1ſt to 
Richard Sack ville, the third Earl of Dorſet ; and 2dly, to 
Philip Ear} of Pembroke, Of the Sons, Edward, who was 
Member of Parliament for Bridport, and was the ſecond In- 
ſtance of a Peer's eldeſt Son fitting in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, died without Iffue 5 he married Jane Sibilla, Daugh- 
ter of Sir Richard Morriſon, and was ſummoned to Parlia- 
ment in the Life of his Father; married Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter to Sir Anthony Cook, of Giddy Hall, in Effex, Knt. 
Widow of Sir Thomas Hobby, of Biſham, in Berkſhire, 
Knt, by whom he had two Daughters; Elizabeth, who 
died à Maiden by the Pick of a Needle in the — 
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of her Left-hand, as is repreſented on her Tomb in Weg. 
minſter- Abbey; and Anne, married -to Henry. Somerſet 
who was created Marquis of Worceſter ; and John her Fa. 
ther died in 1484, in his Father's Life-time z as did Francis 
his Infant Son, in 1580. Francis, 3d Son, was alſo ſum- 
moned to Parliament 7 Edward VI. in the Life-time of his 


' Father, and married Julian, Daughter to Sir you Foſter, 
Knt. Warden of the Marches towards Scotland, by whom 
he had a Son Edward; but the ſaid Francis being ſlain on

I. 5 regard of his great Merit 
and faithful Services in Ireland) he was created Lord Ruſſel, 
of Thornhaugh; and having married Elizabeth, Daughter 
and Heir of Henry, Son and Heir of Sir Richard Long, of 
Shengey, in the County of Cambridge, Kant. left 
(4th E.) Francis his Heir, who ſucceeding Edward his 
Couſin, he, in 1630, became the principal Undertaker in 
that great and chargeable Work of draining the Fens, called 
. the Great Level, and fince Bedford Levels, which extend 
into the Counties of Northampton, Cambridge, Huntingdon, 
Norfolk, and Lincoln; and in 1640, (being one of the Privy 
Council) was the firſt noble Lord in the King's Commiſſion 
to treat with the Scots, in order to compoſe the Differences 
between the two Nations. He married Catharine, youngeſt 
Daughter and Coheir to Giles Bridges, Lord Chandois, and 
had four Sons, and as many Daughters; whereof Catha- 
rine, was married to Robert Grevile, the 2d Lord Brook ; 
Anne, to George Digby, Earl of Briſtol ; Margaret, 1ſt, to 
ames Hay, Earl of Carliſle z and 2dly, to Edward, Earl of 
ancheſter; and Diana, to Francis the firſt Earl of Brad-

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ford, Of the Sons, which were William, Francis, John, 
and Edward; the latter marrying Penelope, Daughter to Sir 
Moyſes Hill, of Hillſborough, in the Kingdom of Ireland, 
Anceſtor of the Earl of that Title, Widow of Sir William 
Brooke, Knight of the Bath; by her had a Son Edward, 
and a Daughter Letitia, who married to Thomas Cheek, of 
Pergo, in Eſſex, Eſq; and by him had a Daughter Anne, 
who was their Heirz and being married to Sir Thomas 
Tipping, of Wheatfield, in the County of Oxford, Bart. 
and dying Jan. 21, 1927-8, left two Daughters, Catharine, 
married to Thomas, now Lord Archer; and Letitia, to Sa- 
muel now Lord Sandys ; and the faid Edward, Son of Ed- 
ward and Penelope Hill, was one of the Nobility and Gen- 
try, that upon the Appearance of the Extirpation of the Re- 
ligion and Liberty of this Kingdom in 1688, went over to 
the Prince of Orange, in Holland, with whom he returned 
the ſame Yearg and, upon that Prince's Advancement to 
the Throne, was made one of his Privy Council, He was 
ſeveral Times elected to Parliament for Taviſtock or Portſ- 


mouth, In 1691, he was Admiral of the Blue Squadron, 


and afterwards was advanced to the Command of the whole 
Navy, and made Treaſurer of the ſame; and the Year fol- 
lowing gave a total Overthrow to the French Fleet, under 
the Command of Monſieur de Tourville, at La Hogue, by 
forcing them to fly; and in the Purſuit, (beſides fix con- 
fiderable Ships burnt by Vice- Admiral de La Val, near Cape 
de Wick) deſtroyed thirteen of their Men of War, and ſe- 
veral of their Tranſports z and for this noble Action, he 
had the- Thanks of the Houſe of Commons, and was made 
Firſt Lord of the Admiralty, In 1694, he failed with the 
Fleet for the Mediterranean, where he prevented the Deſign 
of the French againſt Barcelona; and the next Year, by 
his Diligence, alſo prevented the deſigned Invaſion of King 
James, who lay with a French Army, ready to embark 
near Dieppe ; for, ſailing over to the Coaſt of France with 
the Engliſh Fleet, under his Command, he ſtruck ſuch a 
Terror to the Enemy, that the Expedition was laid aſide. 
And for theſe and other his ſignal Services, ke was on the 
7th of May, 1697, created Baron of Shingey, in the County 
of Cambridge, Viſcount Barflevr, in the Duchy of Nor- 
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mandy, and Earl of Orford, in the County of Suffolk, He 
was atfo, by King William, made Vice-Admiral of Eng. 


land; and twice one of the Lords Juſtices, whilſt his Ma. 


jeſty went to Holland; and, by Queen Anne, was appointed 
one of the Commiſſioners to treat of the Union, and made 
one of her Privy Council; upon her Deceaſe, he was one 
of the Lords Juſtices till King George I. arrived from Ha. 
nover; after which, he was appointed one of the Privy 
Council, and again made Firſt Lord of the Admiralty, He 
married the Lady Margaret, youngeſt Daughter to William 
the firſt Duke of Bedford; but having no Iſſue, and dying 
on November 26, 1727, in the 75th Year of his Age, leſt 
his fine Houſe in Covent-Garden, and his fine Seat at Chi- 
penham, in the County of Cambridge, to the Lady Tip- 
ping his Niece, John his Brother, third Son of the Earl, 
was a Colonel in the Civil Wars for King Charles I. and 
after the Reſtoration was made Colonel of the Firſt Regi- 
ment of Foot-Guards, and died unmarried z as did Francis, 
the ſecond Son; but 8 
(It D.) WII LIAN the eldeſt, who was made Knight of 
the Bath at the Coronation of King Charles I. on the gth 
t May, 1641, ſucceeded his Father, and was the 5th Earl, 
Upon the breaking out of the Civil War, he was conſtituted 
General of the Parliament's Horſe ; and in the Battle of 
Edge-Hill, commanded the Body of Reſerve in that Army; 
Rut efterwards, diſliking the Service, his Lordſhip the next 
Year, together with the Earl of Holland, left the Parlia» 
ment, and went to the King at Oxford; and from thence 
attended him to the Siege of Glouceſter, and Battle of New- 
berry, and then to Oxſord again; and during the Uſurpa- 
rion lived retired, but heartily concurting in the happy Ke» 
moration, he at the Coronation carried St. Edward's Scep- 
ter; and on the 29th of May, 1672, was elected a Knight 
of the Garter, - Upon the Revolution, he was appointed one 
of the Privy Council; and at the Coronation of King Wil- 
liam and Queen Mary, carried the Queen's Scepter of the 
Dove; after which he was made Lord Lieutenant of the 
Counties of Bedford and Cambridge, and Lord Lieut, and 
Cuſtos Rotulorum for Middleſex and Weſtminſter.

and oppoſing a Popiſh Succeſſor, In 1679, the Nation, 
upon the Diſcovery of a Popiſh Plot, grew into a very high 
Ferment ; and King Charles II. was ſo far neceſſitated to 
yield to the Heat of the Times, as to order his Brother the 
Duke of York, to depart the Kingdom ; and in April the

ceſſor in the Kingdom; the Lord Ruſſel, on the 26th of

York. Whereupon the Houſe having, by a great Majority, 


reſolved to bring in a Bill accordingly, the ſame was pal. 
ſed in a ſhort Time; and the Lord Ruſſel was ordered by 
the Commons to carry up the Bill to the Houſe of Lords, 
on the 15th of November, attended by almoſt all the Mem. 
ders; but the Lords having rejected the Bill upon the firk 
Reading, the Commons were not a little ruffled at it; and 
the Lord Ruſſel, in particular, ſaid, that if ever there ſhould 
happen in this Nation any ſuch Change, as that he ſhould 
not have Liberty to live a Proteſtant, he was reſolved to die 
one; and therefore would not willingly have the Hands of 
their Enemies ſtrengthened ; and alſo defired the Lords not 
to deſtroy themſelves by their own Hands; and if the Com- 
mons might not be ſo happy as to better the Condition ot 
the Nation, he prayed the Lords would not make it worle, 
by giving Money to the King while they were ſure it muf 
go to the Hands of the Duke's Creatures, But this and 
the like Speeches, being diſliked by the Court, this Parliz- 
ment was prorogued on the 10th, and diſſolved on the 18th 
of Janyery, 1681-2. But the Neceſſity of the King's Af. 
fairs requiring the Meeting of another Parliament, he called 
one, which aſſembled at Oxford on the 21ſt of March fol 
lowing, in which the Lord Ruſſel ſerved again as Knight 
of the Shire for the County of Bedford, The Affair of the 
Bill of Excluſion was again taken into Conſideration by 
them, when Sir Robert Clayton, one of the Repreſentatives 
of the City of London, moyed that a Bill might be brought 
in to exclude all Popiſh Succeſſors, and in particular James 
Duke of York.

the Popiſh Plot was not only diſcountenanced and exploded, 
dut others ſet on foot, and laid to the Charge of Men of 
quite contrary Principles. The firſt Thing that the Fa- 
vourers of Popery, and a Popiſh Succeſſor laid hold on, was 
an Information given by Jofiah Keeling, of unadviſed and 
raſh Diſcourſes of a very tmall Number of Men, (nine or 
ten at the moſt, all Strangers to the Perſons and honeſt Con- 
ſultations of the Lord Ruſſel and others,) and they cunningly 
and maliciouſly patched and worked it into one Piece, and 
emitted it to the World by their Declaration, read in all 
Churches, under the Name of a Preſbyterian Plot; and 
thereupon a Proclamation purſued the Duke of Monmouth 
and ſome others, who choſe to ſtand afide, out of the Reach 
of the Enemy; but the Earl of Eſſex, the Lord Ruſſel, and 
Colonel Sidney, would not be overcome by the Perſuaſions 
of thoſe who invited them to ſafe Retirements, and ſo were 
impriſoned in the Tower, On the 13th of July, 1683, 
the Lord Ruſfel was brought upon his Trial at the Old- 
Bailey, at which Inſtant of entering upon it, News was 
brought of the Earl of Eſſex's Throat being cut in the 
Tower; and to facilitate the Diſpatch of the Lord then at 
the Bar, they intimated that the Earl of Eflex had mur- 
dered himſelf 3 from whence a wicked Inference was raiſed, 
of the Lord Ruſſel's Guilt, The Jury, (which were mean 
Shopkeepers, inſtead of Freeholders) being called and ſworn, 
Mr. North, the King's Council, opened the Indictment to 
this Effect : That the Priſoner ſtood charged with no leſs 
than conſpiring the Death of the King; and that in order 
to do it, he with other Traitors, the 2d of Novernber, 1682, 
conſpired to raiſe War againſt him, and to maſſacre his Sub- 
jects, and to ſeize his Guards and Perſon; and the Ju 
having brought in their Verdict, that the Lord Ruſſel was 
guilty, he was beheaded in Lincoln's-Inn-Fields, on July

TRoMAs his Son and Heir, under Age; who married 
Mary, Daughter to Thomas Lord Wentworth, of Nettlefted, 
and had Iſſue ſeveral Sons and Daughters, viz. William, Au- 
guſtine, Thomas, Mary, Margaret, and Anne. This Tho- 
mas was the famons Navigator mentioned by our Hiſtorians, 
who had good Poſſeſſions and a fine Seat at Trimley, where 
He was born ; and, out of a generous Inclination to make 
foreign Diſcoveries, for the Benefit as well as Honour of this 
Nation, furniſhed out three Ships at his own Charge, with 
a Deſign of ſailing round the World; which he performed 
aſter this Manner : He ſet out from Plymouth, July 21, 
1536, and having a proſperous Wind, came to the South of 
Africa, Aug. 26, when bending his Courſe S. W. entered 
the Magellan Straits Jan. 7. which having paſfed with ſome 
Difficulties for want of Proviſion, for that Reaſon named a 
Town where he had ſtaid, Port-Famine, and got into the 
South. Sea, the 24th of February, Here he had many Con- 
flicts with the Spaniards, and loſt ſo many Men, that he 
purpoſely ſunk one of his Ships, for want of Hands to ma- 
nage her * to make ſome Amends for his Loſs, he took 


the Spaniſh Admiral of the South-Sea, worth in Gold 
48,800 J. 
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43,3001, beſides other rich Commodities, Surrounding the 
Exſt-Indies, in order for his Return for England, one of his 
remaining Ships left him, and he never ſaw it after; but he 
proceeding on his Voyage, landed ſafely at Plymouth, Sept. 
g, 1538, having failed round the whole Earth in little more 
than two Years, He began another Voyage with the ſame 
Intent, Aug. 26, 1591; but being caſually ſevered from his 
Company, In the Straits of Magellan, in November follow- 
ing, he was never ſeen or heard of more; and was the third 
Perſon, and the ſecond Engliſhman, who failed round the 
Globe. Stephen Cavendiſh, 3d Son of Roger de Gernon, 
was Lord- Mayor, and Member of Parliament for the City 
of London; and died without Iſſue. 

Jonn CAVvE NDIS, eldeſt Son of Roger de Gernon, was 
conſtituted Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench, 39 Edw. III.

Wat Tyler, the Arch- Rebel, being at London, was angry 
with Sir John Newton, Knt. for approaching with leſs Reve- 
rence than be thought vas due to him, as Knight of the Rabble : 
But Sir William Walworth, iben Lord- Mayor, being with the 
King in Smithfield, and ſeeing Tyler's Inſolence to bis Majeſty's 
Servant, could not forbear arreſting Bim; in doing which hs

when he had no Office, and no Salary to beſtow upon him, 
In 21 Henry VIII. he was conſtituted one of the Commiſ- 
fioners for viſiting and taking the Surrenders of divers Re- 
ligious Houſes ; as in the ſame Year he was made one of 
the Auditors of the Court of Augmentation, then newly 
erected (and ſo called, becauſe the King's Revenue was 
much augmented, by the Acceſs of Monaſtery Lands at that 
Time to the Crown) and on the 26th of February follow- 
ing, had, in Conſideration of his Services, a Grant to him

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end his Heirs and Aſſigns, of the Lordſhips and Manors of 
Northaw, Cuffeley, and Cheyldewyke, in the County of 
Hertford, In the 37th of Henry VIII. he was conſtituted 
Treaſurer of the Chamber to the King, a Place of great 
Truſt and Honour. On Eaſter-Day the ſame Year he was 
knighted by his Majeſty, and afterwards made one of his 
Privy Council, He was likewiſe continued in the ſame 
Office of Treaſurer of the Chamber, both to King Edw. VI. 
and Queen Mary, and was alſo of their Privy Council; and 
in the 6th of Edward VI, had a Grant of divers Manors 
and Lands belonging to ſeveral diſſolved Priories and Abbeys, 
in the Counties of Derby, Nottingham, Stafford, Dorſet, 
Cornwall, Kent, and Eſſex, in Exchange with the King for 
his Manors of Northaw, in Hertfordſhire ; Northawberry, in 
Lincolnſhire ; the Scite of the Priory and ReQtory of Car- 
digan in South- Wales ; with other Lands in Cornwall, and 
elſewhere. He married firſt Anne, Daughter to Edward 
Boſtock, in the County of Cheſter, Eſq; by whom he had 
a Son John, who died young, and two Danghters, Anne 
married to Sir Henry Bainton, Knight, and Catharine to 
Thomas Brook, Eſq; Son of Thomas Lord Cobham. By 
his ſecond Wife Margaret, Daughter to Thomas Parker, of 
Poſlingford, in the County of Suffolk, he had no Iſſue: But 
taking to his third Wife Elizabeth, Daughter to John Hard- 
wick, of Hardwick in the County of Derby, Eſqz (by Eli- 
zabeth his Wife, Daughter and Coheir to Thomas Leak, of 
Loaſland, Eſq;) and at Length Coheir to John Hardwick, 
her Brother, by that Match made a great Addition to his

I, was created Baron Cavendith, of Belſover, and Earl 
of Newcaſtle-upon- Tyne ; and in 1642, was made Gover- 
nor to Prince Charles, He alſo, in the Beginning of the 
Troubles in 1642, firſt manned and fortified the Town and 
Port of Newcaſtle, and Caftle of Tinmouth, for his Ma- 
jeſty's Service; and afterwards levying other Forces, took 
many ſtrong Holds in the County of York, He likewiſe 
gained the Victories of Gainſborough in the County of 
Lincoln, Cheſterfield in the County of Derby, and Pierbrig, 
Secroft, 'Tankerfley, Tadcaſter, Sheffield, Rotherham, Va- 
rum, Beverley, Cawood, Selby, Halifax, Leeds, and Brad- 
ford, all in the County of Vork; in which laſt, having 
yanquiſhed the Rebels greateſt Northern Army, he took 22 
great' Guns, and mary Colours. In 1642, he likewiſe re- 
ceived the Queen at her landing at Burlington, in the County 
ef York, who brought with her Supplies of Arms and Am- 
munition, and conducted her fafely to the King at Oxford;

In this 
third Widowhood, ſhe had not ſurvived her Charms of Wit 
and Beauty, by which ſhe captivated the then greateſt Sub- 
je@ of the Realm, George Talbot Earl of Shrewſbury, 
whom ſhe brought to Terms of the greateſt Honour and 
Advantage to herlelf and Children ; for he not only yielded 
to a conſiderable Jointure, but to an Union of Families, by 
taking Mary her youngeſt Daughter to be the Wife of Gil. 
bert his Son, and afterwards his Heir ; and giving the Lady 
Grace, his youngeſt Davghter, to Henry her eldeft 3on, as 
before-mentioned, This beautiful Lady, who, on the 18th 
of November, 1690, was a fourth Time left a Widow, and 
continued ſo 17 Years till her Death, had the Honour to 
be Keeper of Mary Queen of Scots, (cummitted Priſoner to 
the ſaid George Earl of Shrewſbury) for 17 Years; and her 
Chambers and Rooms of State, with her Arms and other 
Enfigns, are ſtil] remaining at Hardwick, but her Bed was 
taken away for Plunder in the Civil Wars, 

(1K E.) WILLIAM, who became Heir as above, was re- 
turned to Parliament for Newport in Cornwall, the 31ſt of 
Elizabeth, and being diſtinguiſhed for his eminent Abilities, 
King James I. by Letters Patent, dated May 4, 1605, creat- 
ed him Baron Cavendiſh, of Hardwick, in the County of 
Derby; and on the 7th of Auguſt, 1618, Earl of Devon- 
ſhire. His Lordſhip, who was one of the firſt Adventurers 
that ſettled a Colony and Plantation in Virginia; and on 
the firſt Diſcovery of the, Bermudas Iſlands (with the Earls 
of Northampton and Pembroke, and the Lords Paget aad 
Harrington, and others) had a Grant of them from the King, 
This noble Earl, by his ſecond Wife Elizabeth, Daughter 
to Edward Boughton, of Cauſton, in the County of War- 
wick, Eſq; Widow of Sir Richard Wortley, of Wortley, in 
the County of Vork, Knt. had a Son John, who was made 
Knight of the Bath at the Creation of Charles Prince of 
Wales, in 1616, and died ſoon after; but by his firſt Wife 
Anne, Daughter and Heir to Henry Kighly, of Kighly, in 
the County of York, Eſq; he had three Sons and three 
Daughters; whereof Mary the zd, and Elizabeth the 2 
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died young; but Frances, the eldeſt, was married to Sir 
William Maynard, Knt. created Lord Maynard, Of the 
Sons, Gilbert the eldeſt, and James the 3d, dying young, 

(2d E.) WILLIAM the 2d, on the 3d of March, 162 5, 
ſuccteded his Father; and having travelled into France and 
Italy, under the Tuition of Mr. Thomas Hobbs, was on his 
Return, knighted at Whitehall, March 7, 1608-9; and af- 
terwards by the Policy of King James I. was married to 
Chriſtian, only Daughter to his great Favourite Edward 
Lord Bruce, of Kinloſs, in Scotland, whoſe great Services 
(being the principal Inſtrument of his obtaining the Crown 
of England) were rewarded by this Match, into a rich and 
noble Enghſh Family, And for the better Grace, the King 
gave her with his own Hands, and made her Fortune Ten 
Thouſand Pounds, This noble Earl was beloved and ad- 
mired in both Houſes of Parliament, and a great Speaker in 
them; and departed this Life at his Houſe near Biſhopſgate, 
London, (where Devonſhire-ſquare is now built) on the 2oth 
of June, 1628; having had Iſſue by her three Sons, and a 
Daughter Anne, married to Robert the 3d Earl of Warwick, 
Of the Sons, which were, 

(3d E.) WILLIAu, Charles, and Henry; the latter died 
young; and the 2d, who was a Lieutenant-General of 
Horſe, under his Coufin the Marquis of Newcaſtle, in the 
Civil Wars, was ſlain at Gainſborough in 1643, in the 
King's Service; but the eldeſt, who ſucceeded his Father, 
being then but nine Years of Age, was made Knight of 
the Bath, at the Coronation of King Charles I. and after- 
wards, by his Mother, committed to his Father's Tutor, 
Mr. Hobbs; with whom in 1634, he travelled into France 
and Italy, and returned in 1637. He married Elizabeth, 
ſecond Daughter to William Cecil, the ſecond Earl of Saliſ- 
bury, and by her (who died Nov. 1689) had two Sons, and 
a Daughter named.

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(3K D.) WILLIAM the eldeſt, who was one of the fon 

young Noblemen that bore up the Train of King Charles Il. 
at his Coronation, was elected one of the Knights of the ] 
Shire for the County of Derby, in four Parliaments without t] 
Intermiſſion, and was a very faithful and leading Member, 
diſtinguiſhing himſelf in every Debate, wherein the Service 
of his King and Country required his Attendance ; and on 
the 25th of November, 1684, ſucceeding his Father, was 
the 4th Earl. On the 14th of February, 1688-9, he was 
appointed one of the Privy Council, made Steward of the 
Houſhold, and Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of 
the County of Derby; and on the 3d of March, being e- 
lected a Knight of the Gatter, was inſtalled on the 14th 
of May following. At the Coronatica of King William 
and Queen Mary, he was made Lord High Steward of Eng- 
land for the Day, and carried the Regal Crown next to the 
Bible and the King's Perſon ; and his Daughter aſſiſted in 
bearing up her Majeſty's Train, On the 12th of May, 
1694, be was created Marquis of Hartington, and Duke of 
Devonſhire; this Dignity, with his Garter and White Staff, 
Jufticeſhip in Eyre, and Lieutenancy, was as much Honour 
as an Engliſh Subject could well enjoy. When after the 
Death of Queen Mary, the Adminiſtration of the Govern- 
ment in the King's Abſence, was to be truſted.in the Hands 
of his Subjects, the Duke was one of thoſe Lords Juſtices 
of England for ſeven ſucceſſive Years. At the Funeral of 
King William, his Grace and the Duke of Somerſet, were 
the two Supporters to George Prince of Denmark, the Chiet 
Mourner. Upon the Actedon of Queen Anne, he was con- 
tinued in his high Office, and other Stations, and ſerved the 
ueen with a grateful Reverence to the Memory of the 
King; and at the Coronation of her Majeſty, he was again 
Lord High Steward of England for that Day, and bore the 
Crown between the Dukes of Richmond and Somerſet, till 
he preſented it at the Altar.

Edmund Dunch, Eſq; Maſter of the Houſhold to Queen Anne, 
Of the Sons, which were Winſton, John, George, Charles, 


Montjoy, Jaſper, and Theobald; the latter, who was edu-

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eated at Queen's College in Oxford, and entered into Holy 
Orders, died unmarried December 3, 1685; and Winſton, 
Montjoy, and Jaſper, died young; the other Brothers were 
Charles, who was ſeveral Times choſen Repreſentative in 
Parliament for the Boroughs of Weymouth and Melcomb- 
Regis, and General of her Majeſty's Armies, He married 
Mary, Daughter and ſole Heir tb James Gould, of Dor- 
cheſter, but left no Iſſue by her; who married 2dly, Mon- 
tagu, the 2d Earl of Abingdon; and George was Repreſen- 
tative in ſeveral Parliaments for Portſmouth and St. Albans, 
and was an Admiral of her Majeſty's Fleet. 

Joux, of whom we are principally to treat, was Member 
of Parliament for Newtoun, Hants, in 1678, and had aPair 
of Colours procured for him by the Duke of York, in the 
Royal Foot-Guares, which was his firſt Step to Ad vance- 
ment in martial Affairs, being before Page of Honour to the 
Duke : He ſoon after went over to France with the Dukes 
of Monmouth, who gave him a Company in his own Re- 
giment; and he ſerved at the Siege df Maeſtricht, then 
under the Direction of the French King, in Perſon; he 
likewiſe made ſome Campaigns under the greateſt Generals 
of thoſe Times, viz. Turenne, Cofide, and Luxemburgh, 
Upon his Return to England he was made Lieutenant-Cos 
lonel to Sir Charles Littleton, and Gentleman of the Bed- - 
chamber to the Duke ef Vork; not long after which King 
Charles created him Baron of Aymouth, in Scotland; but 
this Honour died with him, King 2 aſcending the 
Throne, he was made Gentleman of the Bedthamber, and 
Captain of a Troop of his Life Guard; alſo in the iſt Yeat 
of his Reign, May 14, 168 3, he created him Baron Churchill, 
cf Sandridge, in the County of Hertford ; but all theſe Ho- 
nours were not ſufficient to bring him into the Meaſures of 
the Court-Party, againſt the Dictates of Honour and Con- 
ſcience ; and all being ready for the happy Revolution that 
ſoon followed, he, with the Duke of Grafton, and many 
others cf the Proteſtant Nobility, left the King, and went 
over to the Prince of Orange, King William and Q. Mary 
were no ſooner on the Throne, but he was made Gentle-

King's Abſence ; who 

at length, in 1701, appointed him General of the Foct, 

and Commander in Chief of the Engliſh Forces in Holland 

alſo Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Plenipoter:tiary for the. 
Negociations at the Hague, In 1702, he commanded the 

Army in Flanders, where he took ſeveral important Places, 

and on his Return to England, was made Marquis of Bland- 

ford, and Duke of Marlborough. In 1704, he marched to. 

the Danube, routed the French and Bavarian Forces at 
Schellenbergh, and afterwards gave them a total Defeat at 
Hochſtet, and was made a Prince of the Sacred Roman Em- 

pire; and on his Return to England had the Honour and 
Manor of Woodſtock. yoted to him, and the next Year ſet- 

tled by Act of Parliament with 5000 l. per Ann. out of the 

Poft- Office, to him and his Heirs, In the Year 1705, he 
marched to the Moſelle, returned to the Netherlands, raiſed 

the Siege of Liſle, and forced the French Lines: At the End 

of this Campaign he made a Tour to Vienna, where the Em- 

peror made him a Grant of the Lordſhip of Mindelheim in 

a Suabia, formerly poſſeſſed by Duke Maximilian, Uncle to 
the Duke of Bavaria; from which Time he was diſtin- 
guiſhed by the Stile and Title of Prince of Mindelbeim, 

and was afterwards inveſted therein, and admitted by his 
Ptenipotentiary, Mr. Stepney, to ſit and vote in the Col- 

lege of Princes.

-Knt, Eleanor, to John Bourchier, Earl of Bath; Cecily, 
died unmarried 3; Margaret, married 1ſt, to Sir He 
Strangeways, 2dly, to Robert Heneage, Eſq; Grandfather of 
Elizabeth, who was created Counteſs of Winchelſea ; and 
Anne, married to Sir Henry Capel, of Raynes, in Eſſer, 
Knt. Anceſtor of the Earl of Eſſex, Of the Sons, Sir 
Richard married Margaret, Daughter of Sir Robert Di- 
mock, of Scrivaliby, in the County of Lincoln, Widow of 
Richard Vernon, Eſq; by whom ſhe had Sir George Vernon, 
whoſe ſole Daughter and Heir Dorothy married Sir John 
Manners, ſecond Son of Thomas Earl of Rutland ; but the 
ſaid Margaret had no Iſſue by Sir Richard, who married 
2dly, the Widow of Sir William Coffyn, of Portledge, in the 
County of Devon, by whom he had one Son John ; and 
was ſucceeded by his eldeſt Son 
(2d L. it E.) Tromas Lord Roos, who in the 14th of 
Henry VIII. was Warden of the Eaſt Marches towards 
Scotland ; as in the 16th of that Reign, he had ſpecial Li- 
very of all the Manors, Caſtles, and Lands deſcended to him 
from the Lady Eleanor his Grandmother, and in conſidera- 
tion of his high Deſcent by his Mother, was on the 28th of 
June, 1525, created Earl of Rutland; and had thereupon an 
Augmentation to his ancient Arms, by reaſon of his De- 
ſcent from the Siſter of King Edward IV. In the 17th 
Henry VIII. he was elected a Knight of the Garter ; but 
the King being informed that he had not received the Dig- 
nity of Knighthood according to the Statutes of that Order, 
which poſitively enjoin that none but thoſe who have te- 
ceived that Hogour are capable of being elected; the Sove- 
ren 
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reign thereupon recalled the Knights Companions to a new 
Conſultation, whereat he declared the Election void, and 
commanded the Enfigns of the Order to be withdrawn ; 
which being accordingly done, he immediately dubbed him 
a Knight, and proceeding to a new Election he was re- 
choſen, In the 22d of Henry VIII. he ſubſcribed the Letter 
to Pope Clement VII. about King Henry's Divorce from 
Queen Catharine ; and that Prince having an entire Confi- 
dence in his Fidelity, upon the Inſurrection of the Lincoln- 
ſhire Rebels, in the 28th Year of his Reign, about Innova- 
tions made in Religion, he gave him Command with the 
Earls of Shrew{bury and Huntingdon, to require them by 
Proclamation, to lay down their Arms and return to their 
Obedience, About four Years after, he was made Chief 
Juſtice in Eyre, North of Trent; and accompanying Tho- 
mas Howard, Duke of Norfolk, General of an Army of 
20,c00 Men, in his Invaſion of Scotland, they burnt twenty 
Towns and Villages; and being much in the King's Favour, 
he got a large Share of the Lands of the diſſolved Monaſte- 
ries in the Counties of Leiceſter, Norfolk, Suffolk, North- 
umberland, and Vork; and was made Knight of the Gar- 
ter. He married 1ſt, Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir Robert Lo- 
vel, by whom he had no Iſſue; 2dly, Eleanor, Daughter to 
Sir William Paſton, of Paſton in the County of Norfolk, Kt. 
by whom he had five Sons and fix Daughters, and died on 
the 2oth of September 1544. Of the Daughters, Ger- 
trude married George Talbot, the 6th Earl of Shrewſbury ;

(2d E.) Henry the eldeſt, ſucceeded his Father, Ia 
1547, the 1ſt Edward VI. he with 3000 Men took and 
ſacked Haddington, in Scotland, for which Service he was 
the next Year made Conſtable of the Caſtle of Nottingham, 
and Chief Juſtice in Eyre of Sherwood Foreſt ; as alfo War. 
den of the Eaſt and Middle Marches towards Scotland; and 
in the 3d and 4th of Philip and Mary, was made Captain.

Scroop, of Bolton, and Earl of Sunderland, but had no Iſſue; 
and Mary, died unmarried, Of the Sons, who were 

(5th E.) Roczs, Francis, Sir George, and fix more who 
died without Iſſue; the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father; and in 
the 42d of Elizabeth was made Conſtable of Nottingham- 
Caſtle, and Chief Juſtice in Eyre of Sherwood Foreſt, At 
the Coronation of King James I. he was made a Knight of 
the Bath; in the firſt Year of his Reign, Lord Lieutenant 
of the County of Lincoln, Steward of the Manor and Soke 
of Grantham, and ſent Ambaſſador into Denmark, to in- 
veſt his Daniſh Majeſty with the Enſigns of the Garter, 
He married Elizabeth, Daughter and Heir to the famous Sir 
Philip Sidney, Knt, but dying the 26th June, 1612, withe 
out Iſſue, | 

(6th E.) Faancrs his Brother, became Heir; he was alſo 
made Knight of the Bath, at the Coronation of King 
James I, and in 1612, appointed Lord Lieutenant of the 
County of Lincoln, and made Chief Juſtice in Eyre North 
of Trent, On the 15th July, 1616, he was made a Knight 
of the Gatter; and the lame Year, was one of thoſe —_— 
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who attended his Majeſty-in his Journey to Scotland; ang 
In 1623, convoyed Charles Prince of Wales out of Spain, 
As the Title of Lord Roos, then enjoyed by Sir William 
Cecil before.mentioned, as Son and Heir of Elizabeth, ſole 
Daughter and Heir of Edward 3d Earl of Rutland, who had 
that Title by Deſcent from Eleanor, Grandmother of Tho. 
mas the firſt Earl, could not juſtly be made uſe of by him. 
ſelf, he procured a ſpecial Patent, bearing Date 22d Tu] i 
1616, whereby in Conſideration that he was then polleſſed

In 1919, his Grace 
married the Lady Catharine Hyde, Daughter to Henry Earl 
of Clarendon and Recheſter, and by her had Iflue two Sons, 
viz, Henry, Marquis of Beverley, born October 30, 1722, 
married July 10, 1754, to the Lady Mary Hope, Daughter 
of the Earl of Hopeton, but was killed by the accidental 
going off of his own Piſtol, on his Journey from Scotland to 
London, the 2oth October following, and, bis Lady. died in 
April, 1756 ; Charles, born July 17, 1726, Repreſentative 
in Parliament for the Shire of Dumfries, till he became the 
eldeſt Son of a Peer of Scotland, whereby: he was incapable 
of repreſenting any Part of Scotland in Parliament ®, He

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died young, His Grace was one of the Lords of the Bed- 
chamber to his late Majeſty 3 and in 1738, he accepted of 
the Place of Lord of the Bedchamber to Frederick Prince of 
Wales. On June 23, 1767, his Grace was appointed Keeper 
of the Privy Seal in Scotland; and reſigning that Office, was 
April 16, 1763, conſtituted Juſtice General in Scotland, and 
is a Lord of the Privy Council,

Buckle of the Belt, as a Mark of the Honout of taking the 
ſaid French King Priſoner, which ſometimes was uſed as a 
Seal Manual, and at other Times uſed on each Side of a 
Cage, as a Creſt, being an Emblem of the Captivity of the 
laid King of France. The Buckles, three Pelicans, &c, 
were likewiſe uſed by his Deſcendants in their great Seals, 
as is evident from ſeveral of them appendant to old Deeds; 
he was ſo well eſteemed for his Prudence, Valour, and Fide- 
lity, that John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, made him 
one of his Eſquires; and attending him in his Wars, he re- 
ceived the Honour of Knighthood, He married Joan, 
Daughter to Vincent Herbert, alias Finch, Anceſtor to the 
preſent Earl of Winchelſea, with whom he had certain

rival in England, and held the ſame for his Uſe ; and to the 
ſaid Charter is appendant the Seal of Arms, and Creſt of 
the Family, as now borne z and on each Side of the Helmet, 
the Buckles of a Belt. King Henry IV, in the 1ſt of his 
Reign, likewiſe granted him for Term of Life by Patent, 
the Honour of bearing the Royal Sword before him in all 
Places, and at all Times requiſite ; and in-Commemoration 
of the Action of his Father, in taking the King of France 
Priſoner, he uſed for a Sign Manual, the Buckle of a Belt, 
having on each Side thereof the Letters I, P. In the 2d of 
Henry IV. he was High Sheriff of Surry and Suſſex, which, 
in thoſe Days, was a Poſt of great Power and Truſt ; and 
in the za, 5th, and 6th of that Reign, being Knight of the 
Shire for the County of Suſſex, he had 141, 4s, allowed 
him for 71 Days Attendance in Parliament ; and as a fur- 
ther Reward for his many Services, he obtained a Grant of 
the Manor of Caundiſh-Grey, in that County, In the 
6th Henry IV, he was likewiſe in Commiſion to array all 
Men at Arms, Archers, and other defenſible Men in Suſſex, 
to attend the King into Picardy againſt the French; and the 
Year following, with Thomas Lord Furneval, was by Aſ- 
ſent of Parliament, aſſigned Treaſurer of War, and Paymaſter 
of the Forces, as well within as without the Realm, In 
the gth Henry IV, he was conſtituted Chief Butler of the 
Port of Chicheſter, and of all and ſingular the Ports in the 
County of Suſſex j and the ſame Year was again returned a 
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Knight of the Shire for that County. In the 11th of 
Heary IV, the King committed to him the keeping of Ed. 
mund Earl of March, and his Brother, Sons of Roger Earl 
of March, who was declared Heir Apparent to the Crown ; 
and in the 13th of Henry IV. being Treaſurer of England, 
and one of his Majeſty's Privy.Council, he the next Year 
(in Conſideration of his good and faithful Services) had a 
Grant of the Manors of Crowehurſt, Burwaſh, and Benyl. 
ham, with the Appurtenances. He was likewiſe one of the 
E-xecutors of the ſaid King Henry IV. and being ſummoned 
to attend at the Coronation of King Henry V. had Robes of 
Scarlet aſſigned him out of the Royal Wardrobe. In 1413, 
the 1 of Henry V. he was one of his Majeſty's Ambaſ. 
dors fent to treat of a Peage, and conclude a Marriage be. 
tween him and the Princeſs Catharine, Daughter to Charles 
the French King; and the next Year he had the Guar. 
dianſhip of James King of Scots, with an Allowance of 
7001. per Annum; the faid King of Scots being taken on 
the Seas, when he was about nine Years of Age, and then 
going to France, to be inſtructed in the French Language, 
In the 3d of Henry V. this Sir John Pelham and Sir Wil. 
liam Eſturmy, were appointed by the King to borrow certain 
Sums of Money, to enable him to go beyond the Seas for 
Recovery of his Right; and in the 4th of. Henry V. John 
King of Portugal, ſtiling the ſaid Sir John, Noble and Pru- 
dent, deſired him (by Letter dated September 16,) to ſhew 
the Lady Beatrix his Daughter (being deprived of her Huſ- 
band, the Earl of Arundel) the ſame Favour and Affection 
he had before ſhewn to her, which he ſhould always grate- 
fully acknowledge, In 1417, the 6th of Henry V. he 
waited on his Majeſty in his Expedition into France, where, 
whilſt he was at the Siege of Roan, which was begun the 
30th of July, 1418, the King committed to his Cuſtody, 
Queen Joan, the laſt Wife of Henry IV, and Mother-in-Law 
to the ſaid Henry V. which ſaid Queen Joan was azreſted by 
the Duke of Bedford, the King's Lieutenant, in his Ab- 
ſence, and com mitted to the Caſtle of Leeds, there to abide 
the King's Pleaſure, ſhe being accuſed of conſpiring his 
Death; and being ordered into this Sir John Pelham s 


Cuſtoly, he appointed nine Servants to attend her, _ ”

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bring her to his Caſtle of Pevenſey. In the 8th of Hen. V. 
he was 2gain choſen Knight of the Shire for the County of 
Suſſex, and was alſo one of the Adminiſtrators of that King's 
Will; and in the 1ſt of Henry VI. being again choſen 
Knight of the Shire for Suſſex; he in the next Year, was 
one of the Ambaſſadors ſent to treat with William, Biſhop 
of Glaſgow, and other Ambaſſadors and Governors of Scot- 
Jand, for concluding and ſettling a Peace between the two 
Realms, which they confirmed on the 5th of April, 1424, 
In the 5th of Henry VI. he was again choſen Knight of 
the Shire for Suſſex; and dying on the 12th of February, 
1428, full of Honour, having been in the higheſt Favour 
with two of the greateſt Monarchs of this Realm, left Iſſue 
Sir John his Heir, a Daughter Joan, mariied to John

Courcy, an Attendant on. Queen Catharine, the beloved Con- 
fort of King Henry V. and was Chamberlain of the Houſ- 
hold to that Queen, In the zd of Henry VI, the ſaid Ca- 
tharine, Queen Dowager of, England, and Daughter to 
Charles King of France, of her ſpecial Grace and free Will, 
and for the good and agreeable: Service of her beſt beloved 
Knight Sir John Pelham, and Joan de Courcy his Wife, 
grants to them, for their better Maintenance in her Service, 
50 Marks per Ann, out of her Manors, &c, in England and 
Wales; and in 1434, ſent him to France with Owen Tu- 
dor, Eſq; her then Huſband, with full Power and Authority 
to remove and diſplace the Biſhop of Liſieux, her Chancel- 
lor in France, and to take from him her Seal; as alſo to 
ſurvey and repair all her Towns, Caſtles, &c, This Sir 
John Pelham dying the 36th of Henry VI. left Iſſue by his 
2d Wife, three Sons, and as many Daughters; whereof, 
Joan the youngeſt, was firſt married to John Covert, of 
Slaugham; and 2dly, to William Aſhburnham, of Aſhburn- 
ham, Eſq; Cicely, the 2d, to William Lunsford, of Hothe- 
ley, in Suſſex, Eſq; and Catharine, the eldeſt, was firſt mar..
